- And hence it is,' that whereas there are two 
general concernments of fuch a Day, the Do@rine, 
and the Pragice of it, or the Duties to be perform- 
ed unto God thereon, they are both of them (oli- 
cited by ſuch various ®ueftions through the many 
Inventions which men have found out, as have 
rendred this Day of Reſt, a matter of exdleſs ſtrife 

diſquietment 'and contention. , And whereas all 

Dodtrines of Truth do tend unto practice, as their 

immediate Uſe and End, the whole Scripture be- 

ng, - aanfed » xar7 curfifeey, Tit. 1. 1. the Truth 
which is according unto Godlineſs, the contentions 
which have been raiſed about the Dottrine of the 

Holy Day of Reſt,have greatly influenced the minds 

of men, and weakned them in that practice of 

Godlineft, which all men confeſs to be neccflary 

in the Obſervation of ſuch a Day of Reſt unto the 

Lord, if fuch a Day of Reſt there be, on what foun- 
dation ſoever it is to be obſerved, . For Chriſti- 

ans in general, under one notion or other,do agree, 

that a Day of Reſt ſhould be obſerved, in and for 
the Celebration of the Worſhip of God, But 
whereas many Controverſies have been raiſed about 
the grounds of this Obſervance, and the Nature 
of the Obligation thereunto, advantage hath been 
taken thereby to introduce a great xegled of the 

Duties themſelvess for whoſe ſakes the Day is to 
be obſerved, whilſt one queſtions the Reaſons - and 
Grounds of another for its Obſervation, and finds 
his own by others deſpiſed. And this hath been

no {mall nor ineffeual means of promoting that 
general.Prophaneneſs, and Apoſtzfie from firict and 
holy walking before God, which at this day are 
every where ſo juſtly complained of. 


It is far from my thoughts and hopes, that I F- 3 


ſhould be able to contribure. much unto'the com- 
poling of theſe Differences and Controverlies, as 
agitated amongſt men of all forts. The known 
pertinacy of inveterate Opinions , the many pres 
judices that the minds of, moſt in this matter are 
already poſſeſſed * withal, and the particular 'En- 
gagements, that not a few are under, to defend 
the Pretenſions and Perſwaſims which they have 
publiſhed and contended for ; will not- allow any 
great ExpeQation of a change in the minds of 


many, from what I have to offer. Beſides, 'there — 


are almoſt innumerable eriſtical Diſcourſes on' this 
ſubject, in the hands of many, to whotn perhaps 
the Report of our Endeavours will not artive. 
But yet, theſe and the like confiderations, of the 
Darkneſs, Prejudices and Intereſts of many, . ought 
not to diſcourage any man from the diſcharge 
of that Duty which he owes to the Truths of God 3 
nor cauſe him to cry with the Sluggard, There is 4 
Lyon in the Streets, I ſhall be ſlain in the Way:Should 
they do ſo, no Truth ſhould'ever more be taught, 
or contended for : for. the Declaration of them ' 
all, is attended with the ſame-Difficulties, and ly- 


able to the ſame kind of Oppotfition. Wherefore 


an Enquiry into this matter, being unavoidably 

caſt upon-me,. from the Work wherein'T am-en-/ 
ge, in the Expoſition of the Epiſtle to the He-. 
brews, I could not on any ſuch accounts wave the |

- all it at preſent for Diſtin&ion' ſake, and to de- 
termine a ſubje& of our Diſcourſe ) which have 
been publickly agitated, are Vxiverſal as unto all its 
concerns. * Neither Name nor Thing is by all 
agreed on. ' For whereas moſt Chriſtians acknows | 


ledge, ( we may ſay all, for thoſe by whom it is 

denyed, arc of no weight, ' nor ſcarce of any num- 

ber ) that a day on one account or other in an 

Hebdomadal Revaltion of Time, is to be ſet apart to 

the publick Worſhip of God, yet how that Day is 
| t

to be called, is not agreed amongſt them. ' Neither 
is it granted, that it hath * any. Name afhxed* unto 
it, by any ſuch means, that ſhould cauſe ie ju 
to be preferred unto any. other, that menſhould 
arbitrarily conſent to call tt by. The Names 


which have bcen, and aniongft ſome are ftil-in ®- 


uſe for its Denotation and Diſtin@ion, are- the 
ſeventh Day, the Sabbath, the Lords Day, the firſt 
Day of the Weck, , Sunday, SO was the Day now 
commonly obſerved, called of Old by the Grecians 
and Romans, before the Introdu&ion of Religion into 
its Obſervation. And this Name ſome fill retain, 
as a thing indifferent ; others ſuppoſe it were bet- 
ter left unto utter diſufe. 


Thoſe about the Thirg it ſelf are various, and Fg. 5 
reſpe& all the concerns of the Day enquired af- 
ter. Nothing that relates unto it, no part of its 
reſpe&t to the Worſhip of God, is admitted by all 
#ncontended about. For it is debated amongſt all 
ſorts of perſons 3 ( 1. ) Whether any part of Time 
be naturally and morally to be ſeparated and ſer 
apart to the ſolemn Worſhip of God ; or which 18 
the fame, whether it bea natural and moral Duty 
to ſeparate any part of time in any Revolution of 
it, unto Divine Service ; I mean, 1o as it ſhould be 
ſtated and fixed in a periodical Revolution 3 other- 
wiſe to ſay, that God is ſolemnly to be worſhip- 
ped, and yet that »o time is required thereunto, is 
an open contradiction. ( 2. ) Whether ſuch a 
Time ſuppoſed, be abſolutely and originally moral, 
or made ſo by Poſitive Command ſuited unto Ge- 
nera! Principles and Intimations of Nature. - And 
tinder this conſideration alſo,a part of Time is called

laboured in and after, by Learned men. (6) Upon 
2 ſuppoſition of the Inſtitution of the Sabbath 
from the Beginning, Whether the Additions made, 


and Obſervances annexed unto it, at the giving of 


the Lawon Mount Sinai, with the Ends whereunto 
it was then deſigned, and the Uſes whercunto it was 
employed, gave unto the ſeventh Day a new State 
diſtin& from what it had before; although xatw- 
rally the ſame day was continued as before.

Hence 
($) It is eſpecially enquired, whether a ſeventh 
D.y,or one Day in ſeven,or in the Hebdomadal Cy- 
cie, be to be obſerved Holy unto the Lord, on the 
Account of the fourthCommandment. ( 9 ) Whe- 
ther under the New Teſtament all Religious Obſer- 
vation of Dayes be ſo taken away, as that there is 
no Divine Obligation remaining for the Obſer- 
vance of any one Day atall z but that asall Dayes 
are alike in them(clyes, ſo are they equally free' to 
be diſpoſed of, and uſed by us, as Occafion ſhall 
require. . For if the Obſervation of one Day in ſe- 
zen, be not founded in the Law of Nature, expre(-

and no other, The Aﬀertion hereof ſuppoſeth 
that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt the Lord of the Sabbath 
hath neither changed , nor reformed any ring 18 
or about the Religious Obſervation of an Holy Day 
of Reft unto the Lord;. whence it follows, that 
ſuch an Obſeryation can be no Part or Ad of Evan- 
gelical Worſhip properly ſo called, but only a Mo- 
ral Duty of the Law. ( 11) Whether on the 
ſuppoſition of a Non-obligation in the Law unto 
the Obſervance of the ſeventh Day preciſely, and of 
a New Day to be obſerved Weekly under the New 
Teſtament, as the Sabbath of the Lord, on' what 
Ground it is ſo to be obſerved. ( 12 ) Whether of 
the Fourth Commandment as unto one Day inſeven, 
or only as unto ſome part or portion of Time, or 
whether without any reſpe& unto that Command as 
purely Cercmonial. For granting, as moſt do, the 
necefiity of the Obſervation of ſuch a Day, yet 
ſome ſay, that it hath no reſpe& at all to the 
Fourth Decalogical Precept, which is totally and ab- 
ſolutely aboliſhed with the retidue of Moſaical In- 
ſiitutions z others that there is yet remaining in it, 
an Obligation unto the Sacred Separation of ſome 
portion of our Time unto the ſolemn Service of 
God, but indetermined 3 and ſome that it yet 
preciſely requires the SanRification of ove Day 7 
ſeven. ( 13 )If a Day be fo to be obſerved, it is

Jeſus Chriſt totally aboliſhed the old ſolemn Wor- 
ſhip xequired by the Law of Commandments .con- 
tained in Ordinances, and by his own Authority 


-mntroduced a new Law of Worſhip according unto 


Inſtitutions of his own, yet might Obedience ,anto 
it in a ſolemn manner have, been fixed unto the for- 


, mer Day. ( 14 ) If this were done by the Au- 


thority of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, or be ſuppoſed fo 
to be, then it is enquired, Whether it were done 
by the expreſs Inſtitution of a New Day, or a 
direfive Example ſufficient to deſign a particular 
Day, no Inſtitution of a new Day being needfnl, 
For if we ſhall ſuppoſe that tliere is no Obliga- 
tion- unto the Obſervance of -oye Day ix ſeven in- 
diſpenſibly abiding on us, from the Morality of 
the Fourth Command , we muſt have an ex- 
preſi Inſtitution of a new Day, or the Authority of 
it is not Divinez and on the ſuppoſition, that 
that 1s ſo, no ſuch Inſtitution is neceflary; or can 
be properly made, as to the whole nature of it. 
( 15 ) If this Alteration of the Day were intro-

And ſundry other the- like Enquiries are 
made about the Original, biftetution, Nature, Uſe 
and Continuance of a Day of Sacred Reſt unto the 
Lord. | 


Moreover, amongſt thoſe who do grant, that it 
15 neceflary, and that indiſpenſibly ſoas to the pre- 
ſent Church State, which is under an Obligation 
from. whence ever it ariſe, neither to alter nor omit 
the Obſervation of a Day weekly for the publick 
Worſhip of God, wherein a Ceſlation/from labour, 
and 2 joint Attendance unto the moſt ſolemn Duties 
of Religion are rcquired of us; It is not agreed, 


whether the Day it ſelf, or the ſeparation of it to. 


Its proper Uſe and End, be any Part in it (elf of 
Divine Worſhip, or be ſo meerly relatively, with 
refpe&_ unto the Duties to be performed therein. 
And as to thoſe Duties themſelves, they are not on- 
ly variouſly repreſented, but great Contention hath 
been about them, and the manner of their Perfor- 
mances , 2s likewiſe concerning the Carſes and Oc- 
caſions which may diſpenſe with our Attendance 


unto them. Indeed herein lyes ſecretly the 


. VIaer Fred ©, and princes Cauſe of all the ſtrife 
that hath been and is in the World about this mat- 


ter. Men may teach the Dofrine of a Sabbatical 
Reſt, on what Principles they pleaſe, deduce it from 
what Original they think good ,,' if they plead. 
not for an exatneſi of Duty m its Obſervance, if 
they bind not a Religious carefull Attendan 


ce on the 
Worſhip 
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Conſciences, of othermen ; if they require not a 
Watchfulneſs againſt all Divertions and * Avocati- 
ons from the Duties of the Day, they may do ut 
without much fear of Oppoſition. For all the con- 
cernments of Dofrines and Opinions which tend un- 


_ to Practice are regulated thereby , and embraced 


or rejeced,as the Prafiice pleaſeth or diſpleaſcth that 
they lead unto. 

Lafily, On a preciſe ſuppoſition that the Obfer- 
vation of ſuch a Day is neceſſary npon Divine 
Precept or Inſtitution, yet there is a Controverhe 
remaining , about fixing its proper boands as to 
its Beginning and Ending. For ſome would have 
this Day of Reſt meaſured by the firſt Conſtitution 
and limitation of Time unto a Day from the Cre- 
ation 3 namely, from the Evening of the Day pre- 
ceding unto its own 3 as the Evening and the Morn- 
ing were ſaid to be M8 DV) One Day, Gen: 1+ 5+ 
Others admit only of that proportion of Time, 
which is ordinarily deſigned to our labour on the 
fix Dayes of the Week, that is, from its own Morn-. 


ing to its own Evening, with. the Interpolition of 


ſuch Diverſions as our labour on other Dayes doth 
admit and require. 


And thus is it come to paſs, that although God 
made man Upright, and gave him the Sabbath or 
Day of Reſt, as a token of that Condition, and 
Picdge of a future Eternal Reſt with himſelf; yet 
through his finding out many Inventions, that very 
Day is become amongſt us, an Occaſion and Means 
of much Diſquietment and many Contentions. 


And, that which is the worſt Conſcquent in ay 
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of: this-nature that belong; :unto Religion! and the 
Woxſhip of God, theſe Differences, and the I#ay 
of their Agitation, whilſt the ſeveral Parties: Jith 
gant have ſought to weaken and invalidate their 
Adyerſaries Principles, have apparently influenced 
the minds of all ſorts of men unto a zegle in 
the Pradice- of thoſe Duties, which they ſeverally 
acknowledge to be incumbent on them, upon thoſe 
Principles and Reaſons, for the Obſervation of ſuch 
a Day, which themſelves allow. For whilſt ſome 
have hotly diſputed, that there is now no eſpecial 
Day of Reſt to be obſerved to the Lord, by' ver- 
tue of any Divine Precept or Inſtitution 3''and 
others have granted that if it be, to be obſerved 
only by vertue of Ecclefiaftical Conſtitution, \- men 
may have various pretences for Diſpenſations from 
the Duties of it, the whole due Obſervation of- it's 
much loſt among Chriſtians. BY 
Neither is it a {mall evil amongſt us,. that the - 
Diſputes of ſome againſt the Divine Warranty” of 
one Day in ſeven to be ſeparated unto Sacred Uſes; 
and the Pretence of others to an equal regard un« 
to all Dayes trom their Chriſtian Liberty, together 
with an open viſible negle& in the moſt of any 
conſcientious Care in the Obſervance of it, have 
caſt not a few unwary and unadviſcd Perſons to _ 
take up. with the Fadaical Sabbath, both as to its 
Inſtitution and manner of its Obſervation. Now 
whereas the ſolemn Worſhip of God, is the Spring; 
Rule and Meaſure of all our Obedience unto him, 
it may juſtly be thought that the negleQ thereof, 
ſo brought about as hath been declared, hath been 
a great, if not a principal Occafion, of that ſad. 
Degeneracy fxom the Power, Purity, and: _ 
| ) 
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pf Chriſtian. Religion 3 which all ' men may 
ſee; and many do complain of at this Day in the ' 
World. The Truth is, moſt of the Different 4p- 
prebenſions recounted, have been entertained and 
ontended - for, -by Perſons Learned and Godly, all 
equally pretending to a Love unto Truth , 
and Care for the Preſervation and Promo- 
ion of Holineſs and Godlineſs amongſt men. 
And it were to. be wiſhed that this were the'on- 
ly Inſtance whereby we might evince , that the 
beſt of men in this World do _ but in part, 
and Propheſfic but in part. But thcy are too ma- 
ny to be recounted, although moſt. men a& iu 
themſelves and towards others, as if they were 
themſelves lyable to no miſtakes, and that it is an 
mexpiable crime in others, to be in any thing 
miftaken. But as this ſhould make us jealous 
over our ſelves, and our own Apprehenfſions in 
this matter,{o ought the Conlideration of it to affe& 
ns with Tenderneſs and Forbearance towards thoſe 
who difſent from' us, and whom we therefore 

judge to err and be miſtaken. | 
But that which principally we are to learn from 
this Conſideration, is,with what care and Diligence 
we ought to inquire into the certain Rule of Truth 
in this matter. For whatever we do determine, 
we ſhall be ſure to find men Learned and Godly - 
MWatherwiſe minded. And yet in our Determinations 
are the Conſciences of the Diſciples of Chriſt great- 
Wy concerned, which ought not by us to be' caxſe-

Nor ſhall I plead the Teſtimony of Lampridixs 
concerning the Emperour Alexander Severxs going 
unto the Capitol, and the Temples on the ſeventh 
Day ſeeing in thoſe times he might learn that 
Qbſcrvance-from the Fews, whole cuſtoms he had 
occaſion to be acquainted with. For all- antient 
Traditions were before this time utterly worn our, 
or -inextricably corrupted. And when the Fers 
by their-:converſation with the Romans, after the 
Wars of Pompey, ' began to "repreſent them unto 
them again, the generality defpiſed them all, our 
of ' their hatred and contempt of that people. And 
Þ do/know, 'that' ſundry Learned men, efpecially 
vo of tate, Gomarny and Seldey have endeavour- 


Fed to ſhow, 'that the Teftimonics uſually produced 


in this-cafe do not" prove; what: they are urged 
fox.” Great pains "they have taken to refer them 
allo the. ſacredneſs of the ſeprenary wumber befoxe 
mentioned, or the ſeventh day of the Month, ſacred, 
as is pretended, on the Account of the Birth of 
Apollo, whereunto indeed'it is evident that Hefiod 
hath refpe& in his i&Squor egy nuap, But- the 
Authority of Ariftobulus and Clemens is not to 
be- deſpiſed.” Something they :knew undoubtedly 
of the ftate of things in the world in their 
own Dayes, and thoſe that went before. And 
they do not only inflance in the Teſtimonies be-

admitted in the world, is alſo a great Teſtimony 
unto the Original Inſtitution 'of the Sabbath. OF 
old it was Catholick,, and is at preſent received 


among thoſe Nations, whoſe converſe was not be- _ 


gun until of late, with any of thoſe parts of the 
world, where there is a light gone forth in theſe 
things from the Scripture. All Nations, I fay, 
in all Ages have from Time immemorial, made x + 
Revolution of ſeven Dayes to be the firſt ſtated Pe- 
riod of Time. And this Obſervation is ſtill con- 
tinued throughout the world, unleis amongſt them, 
who in other things are openly degenerated from 
the Law of Nature 3 as thoſe barbarows Indians who 
have no computation of times , but by Sleeps, 
Moons, and Winters. The meaſure of time by. a 
Day and Night is dire&ed unto ſenſe, by the di- 
urnal courſe of the Suu : Lxnar Months, and $0- 
lar years, axe of an unavoidable Obſervation unto 
all Ratjonal Creatures: Whence therefore allmen 
haye reckoned: Time by Dayes, Months, and Years, 
is obvious unto all. But whence the Hebdomadat 
Reyolatjon, or, Weekly Perios of Time ſhould make 
itsEnrrance; and obtain a Caobplick Adtnittange,

no man can give an Account, but with reſpe& to 
ſome Impoctions on the minds of men from the 
Conſtitution and:-Law of our Natures, with the | 
Tradition of a Sabbatical Reft inſtituted from the | 
Foundation of the world. Other Original, whe- | 
ther Artificial and Arbitrary, or Occaſional, it could | 
not have. Nothing of any ſuch thing, hath left | 
the leaſt footſieps of its ever being in any of the 
Memorials of Times paſt. Neither could any thing 
of ſo low an Original or Spring, be elevated to 
ſuch an Height, as to diffuſe it ſelf through the 
whole world. A derivation of this Obſervation 
from the Chaldeans and Zgyptians, who retained} 
the decpeſt tincture of Original Traditions , hath 
been manifeſted by others. And fo fixed was 
this computation of time on their minds, who] 
knew not the Reaſon of it, that when they made 
a diſpoſition of the Dayes of the 'ycar into any 
other Period on accounts Civil or Sacred, yet they 
ftill retained this alſo. So the Romans, as appear 
by the Fragments of their old Kalendars, had their 
Nundine which were dayes of Vacation from Li- 
.-bour, on the ezghth, or as ſome think the Xin 
Dayes recurring, but yet till made uſe of the 
ſtated Weekly period. It is of ſome confideration 
in this cauſe, and- is uſually urged to this purpoſe; 
that Noah obſerved the ſeptenary Revolution of 
Dayes, in ſending forth the Dove out'of the Ark; 
Gen. 8. 10, 12. That this was done caſually is not 
to be imagined. -Nor can' any Reaſon be given 
why, notwithſtanding the diſappointment he met 
with, the firſt and ſecond time, he ſhould til? abide 
ſeven dayes before he ſent again, if you conſider 
only the natural condition of the Flood, or the 
| Watcrs 
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Waters in their abatement. A Revolution of Dayes, 
and that upon a ſacred accornt, was doubtleſs at- 
tended unto by hum. AndI ſhould ſuppoſe that 
he {j11 {ent out the Dove the next day after the 
Sabbath, to ſee as it were, whether God had re- 
turned again to Reſt in the works of his 
hands.

Saturne 3 and hereby they firſt acknowledge that there | 
are but ſeven dayes whereof all time confiſteth 3 but | 
farther they can pive no Reaſon, why the Dayes are | 
ſo diſpoſed of unto. the Planets.

But 
the Hebdomadal Period of Time, was tixed long be- 
fore the impolition of thoſe Names prevailed 
among the Grecians and the Romans, which per- 
haps is not very antiently, as Dio thinks, though 
they derived them from the Chaldeans and Xgyp- 
tians. And that the acknowledgement of ſeven 
Dayes, gave occaſion to tix unto them the Names 
of the ſeven Planets, and not that" the Obſervari- 
on of the ſeven Planets gave occaſion to compute 
the Dayes of the World by ſevens, is manifeft 
from hence; in that many Nations admitting of . 
the Hebdomadal Revolution of Time, gave the daycs 
in it quite other Names , as various Reafons or 
Occaſions did ſuggeſt them unto them. In the 
antient Celtick or German Tongue, and all Lan- | 
guages thence deriving , the Su# and Mooz -only 
on the Reaſons before mentioned giving name to 
the leading Dayes of the Week, the reſt of the 
dayes are diſtinguiſhed and fignalized with the 
Names of the Condxuttors of their firſt great Colo- 
nics, in the North-Weſtern Parts of the World. For 
to fancy that Txiſco is the ſame with Mars, Wooden 
with Merczry, Thor with Jupiter, and Frea with

Venus, is- to fancy what we pleaſe, without the 
leaſt ground of probability. Nor did the Celte | 
ever call the Planets by thoſe Names 3 fo that it Þ 
there be -any Alluſion in thoſe Names unto thoſe 
of the Grecians and Romans, 'it was not taken 
from their natural ſpeculation about the Players, 
but from the pleaſing Fictions about Deihed He- 
roes, wherein they were imitated by'moſft Nations 
of the world. The Exgl;ſh and: Dutch have taken 
in Saturday from Saturn, other Nations of the 
ſame extract retain their own occafional Names. 
The obſervation therefore of the ſeven Planets, 
gave neither Riſe, Reaſon, Cauſe, nor Occaſion, to ' 
this Original Period of Time in an Hebdomadal 
Revolution of Dayes. And hence Theophilus An- 
tiochenus, lib. 2. ad Antolychum affixms, that all 
mortal men agrecd in the Appellation of the ſeventh 
Day, whole Teſtimony is of good force, though 
himſelf miſtake the Original of that Appellation. 
For he tells us, that n-p £<&xeios nann) nifbaTer 
Ev: eeperdiera £EÞopes ; by an Error common to 

many of the Antients, who could not diſtinguiſh 
| between raw and yaw. It is alſo to this pur- 
poſe obſerved 'by Rivet and Selden from Salmaſins, 
out of Georgizs Syncalius,, in his Chronologie, that 
the Patriarchs reckoned the times, or diſtinguiſhed 
them 'xaP"i&Joun'Sas, by Weeks only. This there- 
fore is to me no ſmall Evidence of the Inſtitution 
and Obſervation of the Sabbath from the Founda» 
tion of the world. For hence did this Periodical 
Revolution of Time, prevail amongſt the Nations, 
even thoſe who had not the leati converſe with, 
or knowledge of the Fews or their cuſtoms, after 
the Command and Obſervation of it was renewed

It remaineth that we take a view of the Opi- $.17 


nion advanced by many Learned men in Oppoſi- 
tion, unto what we have been pleading for. And 
this is, that the Command concerning the Sabbath 
was peculiar to the Fews alone, and that it was 
given unto them in the Wilderneſs, and not at all 
.before, Many of the Fews as was declared, are 
of this Judgement, and thence call the Sabbath the 
Bride of their Nation , that which God gave to 
them as he did Eve to Adam, and to no other. 
Abulenſis contends for this Opinion in his Com- 
ment: on Exod. 16. who is followed by fome Ex- 
politors of the Roman Church ; - and oppoſed by 
others, as Cornelius a Lapide, &c. The ſame Dit- 
ference in Judgement is found amongſt the Prote- 
ſtant Divines. The Diſſertations of Rivet and G-- 
mary on this ſubje& are well known. The Con- 
troverhe being - of late renewed, eſpecially among 
{ome of the Bejgich, Divines, I ſhall take under con- 
ſideration the Arguments of one of them who 
hath laſt of all defended this cauſe, and weigh 
of what importance they are ſeparating as much 
as we can, between the matter of our preſent Di--

Obſervance, and the ſanction of it, as might adapt 
its'Obſcrvation unto their Czvz] and Political Eſtate, 
or that Theocratical Government which was then 
erected amongft them. So was it to bear a part 
in that Ceremonial Inftru&ion which God in all his 


dealings with them intended. To this End alſo the 


manner of the Delivery of the whole Law, and the 
Reſervation of its Tables zu the Ark were defigned. 
And divers Expreſſions in the Explicatory part of 
the Decalogue have the ſame Reaſon and Founda- 
tion. For there 1s mention of Fathers and Chil- 
dren to the third and fourth Generation; and of 
their fins 3 of the Land giyen to the people of God 
in the hfth z of Servants and Handmaids in the 
tenth. Shall we therefore ſay., that the Moral 
Law was not before given unto mankind, becauſe . 
it had a peculiar Delivery for ſpecial Ends and Pur- 
poſes unto the Jews ? It is no Argument there- 
fore, that this Command was not for the ſub- 
ſtance of it, given before to mankind in general, 
becauſe it *hath ſome Modifications added in the 
Decalogue to. accommodate it to_ the preſent 
Church; and Civil State of the Hebrews, as likewiſe 
had the fift command in particular.

For man being conftitu- 

ted and campoled partly of an Inmortal ſoul, of a 

Divine Extract and Heavenly Original, and partly 

of a Body made out of the Earth, he was a middle 

creature between thoſe which were purely Spiritu- 

al as the Angels, and thoſe which were purely Ter- 
i reſtrial, as the Beaſts of the Field. Hence .when

were made.z and had given him diſtin&ly 

vn MgU3, 4 breath of life in a diftin@ ſubſtance 

an{werable to that of the Angels above, whole 

creation was not out of any pre-exiſting matter, but 

they were the produ of an immediate Emanati- 

on of Divine Power, as was the ſoul of man; there 

was no meet help to be aſſociated unto him in the 

whole Creation of God. For the Angels were not 

meet for his help and individual converſe, on the 

account. of what was zerrene and mortal in him. 

And the Beafts were much more unſuited unto 

him, 'as having nothing in them to enſwer. his 

| | | Divine 
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Divine and more noble part. And as his Nature 
was thus conſtituted, that he ſhould converſe, as it 
were amphibjoufly, between the upper, and inferior 
ſort. of creatures; fo he was divided im his Work 
and Operations ſuitably unto the Principles of his 
Nature and peculiar Conſtitution. For they were 
partly to be divine and ſpiritual, partly terrgne and 
earthly, though under the Government of the So- 
veraign Divine Principle in him. Hence it was 
required that in this condition, being not abſo- 

- lately titted as the Angels for conſtant contempla- 
tion, that he ſhould work and labour in theearth, 
whilſt he contmued in it, and his Terrexe part not 
refined 'or made Spiritual and Heavenly. This 
made a certain Time of Reſt neceſſary unto him, 
and that upon a double Account flowing from 
the Principles of his own Nature. For his Earth- 
ly Conſtitution could not alwayes hold out to 1a- 
bour with its own ſatisfa&tion, and his Tztelle al 
and divine part was not to be alwayes diverted, 

& but to be furthered in and unto its own peculiar 

Operations. This made a Sacred Reft neceſlary 
f to him. And in that Addition of ſweat and tra- 
vail which betell him in [his labour afterwards, 
That was not a new courſe of life enjoyned him, 

& but a Crzrſe was mixed with that courſe and la- 
| bour which was originally allotted unto him. So 
then, although there is a different manner of work- 
ing more neceſſary, and. ſuppoſed in the giving of 
the Law, then was at the firſt Inſtitution of a Sab-

State of Innocency there would have been a ſupe-

to, is Force and Violences And herein lyes the 
Foundation - of what is ordained with Reference un-

Wherefore although there ſhould have. been no 
ſuch Servants or Strangers, as are intended in the 
Decalogne, in the ſtate 'of | Innocency, -when we 
plead that the Law of the Sabbath was firſt given ;

To 
this purpoſe we muſt tirft conſider the flate where-' 
in man was created, and then the Law of his Crea-' 
tion. And for the ſtate and condition wherein man 
was created it falls under a threetold conlideration-: 
For man may be confidered either ( 1..) Abſolutely: 
asa Rational Creature; or ( 2«) As made under a 
Covenant of Rewards and Puniſhments-, or (3+) With 
reſpect unto the eſpecial nature of that Covenant. 
Firſt, He was made a Rational Creature, and 
thereby neceſſarily in a Moral Dependance on God. 
For being endowed with TntelleQual Faculties , in 
an immortal foul, capable of eternal Blefſedneſs or 
Miſery,able to know God,and to regard him as the 
firſt Cauſe and laſt End of all,as the Author of his 
Being,and Object of his Bleſſedneſs, it was naturally 
and neceffarily incumbent on him, without any far-' 
ther conſiderations, to Love, Fear, and Obey him, 
to truſt in him as a Preſerver and Rewarder z and 
this the order of his nature, called the Image of 
God, enclined and inabled him unto. For it'was

for that purpoſe 3 the negle& whereof muſt be a 
deviation from the Law of the Creation. And as 
this is generally acknowledged; fo no man can 
fancy the contrary. Here then do we fx the ne- 
celſity of the ſeparation of ſome time to the Ends of 
a Sabbatical Reſt z even on the Nature of God and 
man, with the Relation of one to the other. . For 
who can ſay, no part of our time is due to God, 
or {o to be diſpoſed. 

Secondly, Man in his Creation with reſpect un- 
to the Ends of God therein, was anftituted under 
a Covenant, That is the Law of his Obedience was 
attended with Promiſes and Threatnings, Rewards 
and Puniſhments, ſuited unto the Goodneſs and' 
Holineſs of God. For every Law with Rewards 
and Recompences annexed, hath the nature of 
a Covenant. Andin this caſe, although the Pro- 
miſe wherewith man was incouraged unto Obedi- 
dience,. which was that of Eternal Life wich God, 
did in ftri& Juſtice excecd the worth of. the Obe- ' 


dience required, and ſo was a ſupcradded Effect 
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of Goodneſs and Grace , yet was it ſuited untg 
the Conſtitution of a Covenant meet for man to ſerve 
Godin unto his Glory 3 and on the other ſide, the 
Puniſhment threatned unto Diſobedience, in Death 
and an cverlaſting ſeparation from God , was 
ſach as the Righteouſneſs and Holineſs of God, ay 
his Supream Governour, and Lord of him and the 
| Covenant, did require. Now this Covenant be- 
longed unto the Law of Creation. For although 
God might have dealt with man in a way of ah- 
ſolute Soveraignty, requiring Obedience of him 
without a Covenant of a Reward infinitely exceed: 
3ng it / yet having done ſo jn his Creation, it be- 
longs unto, and is inſeparable from the Law there- 
of. And under this Conſideration , the Time 
xEquired in general for a Reſt unto God, under' the 
firſt general notion of the Nature and Being df 
man, 1s determined unto oxe Day in ſeven. Fot 
as we ſhall find, that in the various diſpenſations 
of the Covenant with man, and the change, of its 
Nature, yet fo long as God is pleaſed to eſtabliſh 
any Covenant with man, he hath, and doth in- 
varilably require oe Day ix ſeven to be ſet apart 
unto the Affignation of Praiſe and Glory to him- 
ſelf; ſo we ſhall ſee afterwards, that there arc 
Indications of his mind to this purpoſe in the C+ 
wenant 1t {elf ; 


Thirdly, Man is to be conſidered with eſpecial

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Caſe,, conſidering that Place being determined by an 
Arbitrary; Inſtitution inthe building of the Tetnple - 
became the moſt glorious and fignihcant part of Di- 
vine Worſhip 5 yet had it no place in the Decalogne, 
but only'in the SamaritanCorruption added unto it. 
I muſt therefore be upon the account of its ſignifica- 
tion that it was thus peculiarly cxalted and honou-' 
ted. For the Dignity, Worth and Uſe 'of -all Ce» 
remonial Inftitutions depended. on their fignificans, 
& or their fitneſs and aptnels to a thee 
things whereof they were Types, with the eſpeci- 
al worth of what they did. peculiarly Typihe: 
And herein the Sabhath even with the Applications 
it; had unto the Fadaical Church State, came ſhort 
of. many other Divine - Services , eſpecially the 
Solemn $ acrifices wherein the Lord Chriſt with all 
the Benetits of his Death, was as it were evidently 
ſet forth crucified before their eyes. Neither there- 
fore of thele Reaſons, nor both of them in conjurn- 
dion can be pleaded as the cauſe of the manifold 
Feference of the Sabbath above all Ceremonial In- 
fiitutions. It: remaineth therefore that it is ſolely 
upon the Account of its Morality, and the invari- 
able Obligation thence arifing unto its Obſervation, 
that it is fo joyned with the Precepts of the ſame 
Nature 3 and ſuch we have now, as T ſuppoſe, fuf 
heiently confirmed it to- be: . wks 


I cannot but judge yet farther, that in the Caue g; 
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tion given by our Saviout unto his Difciples; about 
paying that their flight ſhould net be on the Sabbath 
boy, Matth. 24. 20. He doth declare the continu- 
« Obligation of the Law of -the Sabbath, 'as a 
Moral Precept upon all. It.is anfwered by forme; 
J+#. S/ that 
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that it is the Judajcal S2bhath alone that is intend- 
ed, which he knew that ſome of his own Dilſci- 
ples wonld be kept for a ſeaſon in bondage.unto. 
For the Eale: therefore of their Conſcienccs in that 
matter, he gives them this Dire&ion. But many 
things on the other fide are certain and indubj- 
table, which render this conje<&ure altogether im- 
probable. For ( 1.) All real Obligation untg 
Fudaical Inſtitutions was, then abſolutely takey F 
away 3 and it js not to be ſuppoſed , that our 
Lord J:fus Chriſt would before hand lay in provi 
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tjon for the cdification of any of his Diſciples in 
Error. ( 2+ ) Before that time came, they were 
ſufhciently inftructed dorixaly in the diflolution 
of all Obligation in Ceremonial Inſtitutions 3 TFhis 
was done principally by St. Pawl in all. his Epiſtles; 
eſpecially in that unto the Hebrews themſelves i 
Feruſalem. ' (3. ) Thoſe who may be (uppolcd to 
have continued a conſcientious reſpe& unto the 
Fadiical Sabbath, could © be no otherwiſe. pz 
{wadcd of it, than were the Jews themſclvcs.1n 
thoſe Dayes. But they all accounted themlſclys 


abſolved in conſcience from the Law of the Sib" 


bath upon emincnt danger in time of War, ſo that 
they might lawfully cither fight or fly, as thei 
_ ſafety did require. This is evident trom the D& 
cree made by them nndcr the H:ſmonems. Anll 
fach imminent danger is now {uppoled by ot 
Saviour 3 for he inſtructs them to. forego all 
conſideration of their Enjoyments , and to fhil 
meerly for their lives. . There was not thereon 
" any danger in point of conſcience with reſpeCt uly 
_ to the Fudaical Sabbath to be then feared or pit 
vented. But in genera], thoſe in whoſe hee 
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the wayes of God, do. know what, an, addition 1t 
1s t9 the, greateſt of. their earthly troubles, it they 
befall'them in ſuch ſeaſons, as.to deprive them. of 
che Opportunity of the $.:red Ordinances of Gods 
Worſhip, and indiſpcnlibly engage them in Wayes 
and Works quite of another Nature , than, when 
they ſtand in moſt nced of them. There is there- 
forc another Anſwer invented 3 namely, that our 
Eord Jefus in theſe, words reſpected not the Con- 
ferences of bis Diſciples,but their trouble and there+ 
tore joyus. the Sabbath Day and the Winter toge- 
ther, in directing them to pray. for an Eaſe and 
Accommcodation of that Flight which was inevi- 
table. For as the Jintcr is unſcaſonable for ſuch 
an occaſion, {o the Law concerning the Sabbath 
was ſuch,” as that it any one travelled on that 
Day above a commo;.ly aliowcd Sabbath dayes journey, 
he was to be pit to death. But neither is there 
any more appearance of Truth in this pretence. 
For ( 1. ) The Power of Capital Puniſhments was 
before this time utterly, taken away from the Jews, 
and all their rcmaining Courts interdicted from 
proceeding, in any Cauſe whergza the lives of men 
were conicerncd. ( 2+) The times intended were 
ſuch, as whercin there wes no Corſe of Law, Ju 
ſtice or Equity amongſt them, but all things were 
hllcd with Rapine, Confuſion and Hoſtility, fo that 
it is a vain imagination , that. any Cognizance 
was taken about ſuch Caſcs as journying on the 
Sabbath. ( 3. ) The Dangers they were in,, had 
made it free to them, as to Legal Pauniſhments upon 
their own Principles , as was declaredz ſo that. 
theſe cannot. be the Reaſons of the | Caution here 
given It ifat kak therefore mt probable, that

New ; the Old Law, Old Covenant, @!d Worſhip, 
Old Sabbath, all that was peculiar unto the C ovenanc 
of Works as ſuch, in the firſt Inſlitution of it, and 
its renewed declaration on Moxnt Sinai , all are 
gone, and antiquated. 'What now remains of chem 
as to any uſefulneſs in our living to God, doth not 
abide on the Old foundation, but on a New diſpo- 
ſition of them, by the Renovacion of all things in 
Chriſt. For in the diſpenſation of the fulneſs of times, 
God gathered nnto an Head all things in C brit, buth 
which are in Heaven, and Which are on Earth, even 
in him, Epheſ, 1. 10, The whole old Creation, 
as far as it had any thing in its ſelf, or its 
order, that belonged unto, or communicated any 
thing towards our /iving wunto God and his 
Glory, is diſpoſed anew in Chriſt Jeſus unto that 
End, | 
But this Renovation of all, which is the founda. 
tion of all our 2cceptable Obedience unto God, and 
of his preſent Worſhip,conſiſts principally in the Re- 
gencration of the Eleft, making them new Creatures, 
«ad the eretion of a new Church.ſtate thereby to 
the Glory of God. Now this new Creation of all 
muſt anſwer unto all the Ends of the Old, in refe- 
rence. unto the Glory of God, and the Good of 
them who are partakers of it; otherwiſe it would 
not be ſo rightly ca/ed , nor anſwer the declared 
Ends of it, which was to gather af things to an 
Head in Chriſt Jeſus, For what was loſt by fin, 
as

asto the Glory of God in the old Creation, in this, 
was t0 be repaired and recovered,

We may then, as the foundation: of our preſenc 
Diſcourſe, conſider how theſe things anſwer unto 
| one another, Firſt, the old Creation comprized in it 

the Law of the Obedience of all Creatures unto God ; 

This was therein and thereby :mplanted on their 

Natures, withinclinations, Natural, or Moral, unto 

the Obſervation of it. And thus muſt it be alfo in 

the vew Creation, as unto the ſubjeR of it, which is 
the Church, This Law of the old Creation unto 
© 71an, conſiſted principally in the Image of Ged in 
him, and con-creited with him, For hereby did he 
both know his duty, and was enabled to perform ir, 
and was acquainted with his Rel2tjon unto God, and: 
dependance npon 1m, which rendred it neceſſary 
and indifpenſible. ut this Zaw inthe fate of Crea- 

tion, fell under a double confideration, or had a 

double uſe, firſt of Rele, and hen 2s a Principle. 

As a Rale, the light that was in the mind of man, 

which was a_principal part of the Image of God in 

him, acquanced him with his whole duty, and di- 

reted him in the righe performarice of it, As a 

Prixciple, it reſpe&ed the Ability that the whole 

man was gndowed withall, to live to God according 

to his duty, This Law, as to its firſt uſe, being much 
impaired, weakned, and in a great meaſure made 
uſeleſs by in, God was pleaſed to reſtore it in the 
vocal Revelation of his Will, eſpecialiy in the Deca- 

{ogne, which with his own finger he wrote in Tables 

of Stone. In anſwer hereunto, a new Law of Cbe- 

dience is introduced by the wew Creation in C hrift 
- Jefus, And this principally 'conſiſted in the * Reno-

vation of the Image of God in the new Creatures, 
which was /of# by ſin: For they are renewed in the 
ſpirit of their minds, and do pnt on that new man, 
which after God us created in Righteouſneſs and trut 
Holineſs, Ephel. 4. 23, 24. And this fully anſwers 
the firſt I,aw, as it was a Prixciple of Light, and 
Power, un Obedience, And in a great meaſure 
it ſupplys the loſs of it, as it was a Rele alſo; For 
there is a great Renovation thereof in God's Writing 
his Law in enr hearts, not here to be inſiſted on, 
But in this new Creation God deſigned to 2ather np 
all that was paſt, in the Old, and inthe Law thereof, 
ard in the continuition of it by writing under the 
Old Teſtament, unto one head in Chriſt. Wheretore 
he brings over in this (tate, the »/e of rhe firft Law, 
as renewed and repreſented 1n Tables of Stone for a 
diretive Rule of Obedience unto the new Creature , 
whereby the firit original Law is wholly ſupplyed, 
Hereunto he makes an Addition of what poſitive 
Laws he thinks meet, as he d:d alſo under the 0/4 
Law of Creation, for the tryal of our Obedience, 
and our furtherance in it. So the Moral Law of 
our Obedience is in each condition, the 'old and the 
new, materially the ſame , ror is it poſſible that it 
ſhould be otherwiſe. But yet this old Law, as 
brought: over into this ew eſtate, is #eW alſo. For 
all things ave become new, And it is now the Rale 
of our Obedience , not meerly and abſolutely unto 
God as the Creator, the firſt cauſe and laſt end of all, 
but as unto Ged in Chr; bringing of us into a new 
Relaticy unto himſelf, Tn the Renovation then of 
the Image of God in our ſouls, and the transferring 
orr of the Moral Law as a Rule accompanied with 
new diſtin Principles, Motives and Ends, doth the 
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Law of the new Creatien conſiſt, and fully anſwer 
the Law of the firſt, as it was a Principle ard a Ryle, 
each of them having their pecultar poſitive Laws 
ganrexed urto them, 


Secondly, The Law of Creation had a Covenant 
ircludediin it, or inſeparably annexed unto it, This 
aiſo we bave before declared, and what belonged 
thereunto, or enſued neceſſirily thereon. Thus 
therefore muſt it be alſo inthe zew Creation, and the 
Law: thereof ; Yea becauſe the Covenant is that 


which as it were gathereth all things together, both' 


in the Works and Law of God, and our Obedience, 
diſpoting them into that order which cendeth to the 
Glory ot God, and the Bleſſednets of the Creatures 
in him , this is that which in both Creations is prin- 
cipally to be conſidered, For without this, no End 
of Godin his Works, or Law, could be attaincd, nor 
man be made Bleſſed in a way of Righteouſneſs and 
Goodneſs unto his Glory. And the Law of Creaticx 
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no otherwiſe failed, nor became uſeleſs as to its firſt 


End by fin, but that the Coverart of it was thereby 
broken and rendred uſeleſs, as to the bringing of 
man unto the enjoyment of God. This therefore 
was principally regarded in the ew Creatiow, name- 
| ly the making, confirming, and ratifying of a new 
Covenant, And the doing hereof was the great 
promiſe under the Old Teſtament, - Ferem. 371. 32: 
whereby the Believers who then lived, were made 


partakers of the benefits of it. And the confirming 


of this Covenant in and by Chriſt, is exprefled as a 
part of the »ew Creation, Heb. 8. g. and it isindeed 
comprehenſive of the whole Work of it, 


Aa 4 Thirdly, 
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of t he Lords Day. 
Thirdly, The immediate. End of the old Cove- 
nant, was to bring man by due Obedience unto the 


Reſt of God. This God declared in, and unto his - 


inbred native light, by bis Works and his Reſt that 
enſued thereon, and the Day of Relt which he in- 
flituted as a pledge thereof, and as a means of attain- 
ing it, by that Obedience which was required in the 
Covenant. This we haye before declared, and this 
was the true original and End of the firſt Sabbatical 


Ref. All theſe things therefore mult have place alſo 


in the »ew Covenant, belonging unto the new Cyea- 
t5onu, The immediate End of it, is our extring 51ta 


the Reft of God , as the Apoſtle proves at large, 


Heb. 4. But herein we are noc abſolutely to enter 
into Gods Reſt, as a Creator and Rewardey, but into 
the Reſt of God in Chriſt, the Nature whereot will 
be fully explained in our Expoſition of that Chapter, 
For Obedience is now to be yielded unto God, not 
abſolntely, but ro God in Chriſt, and with that re- 
ſpe& therefore are we to enter into keſt. The 
foundation hereof muſt lye in the Works of God in 
the »ew Creation, and the complacency with Reſt 
which he took therein, For all o#r Reſt in God, 
is founded in his own Reſt in his Works, For a 
pledge hereof, a Day of Reſt mult be given and ob- 
ſerved, the reaſons and neceſflity whereof we have 


. explained and confirmed in our preceding Dif- 


courſes. This, as hath been ſhewed, originally was 
the ſevcnth day of the week. But as the Apoſtle tells 
ns In another caſe, the Prieſthood being changed, 
there muſt alſo of neceſſity a change of the Law enſue ;, 
ſo the Covenant being changed, and the Reft which 
was the End of it being changed, and the way of 
entring into the Reſt of God being changed, a 


change 
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thange of the Day of Ref muſt of neceſſity thereon 
enſue. And no Man can affert the /ame Day of Reft 
preciſely to abide, asof 01d, but he muſt likewiſe af- 
ſcre the ſame Law, the ſame Covenant, the [ame 
Reſt of God, the ſame way of entringinto ir, which 
yet, asall acknowledge,are changed. The Day firſt 
annexed unto the Covenant of works, that is, the /z. 
venth Day, was continued under the Old Telta- 
ment, b:cauſe the outward adminiſtration of thac 
Covenant was continued. A relief indeed was pro- 
vided ag1inſt the curſe and penalty of it, bucinthe 
adminiſtration of it, the nature, promiſes, nd threat- 
nings of that Covenant, though with ochey exds and 
purpoſes, were repreſented unto the people, Bur 
now that Covenant being abſolutely abol/zBed, both 
as tors nature, uſe, efficacy and power, no more to 
be repreſented nor propoſed unto Believers, the 
whole of it, and its renewed adminifration under 
the Old Teſtament veing removed, taken away, 
and diſappearing, Heb.8 13. the preciſe Day of 
Reft belonging bunto ir, was to be changed alſo; 
and ſo it is come to piſs. 


We muſt here /zppoſe what hath been before pro 
ved and contirmed, There was a Day of holy Reft 
vnto God, neceſſary to be obſerved by the Law 
and Covenant of Nature, or Works; neither was ot 


could either of them be compleat without it, look<. 


ing onthem as the rule and means of mans living unto 
God, and of his coming to the enjoyment of him. 
That tha Day was in the innate righe of Nature, as 
dire&ted by the Works of God, defigte& and pro- 
poſed untoit for that purpoſe to be one Day in ſeven. 
This was it to learn, and this it did learn from Gods 

| bs creating 
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creating the World in {ix dayes, and reſting on the 
ſeventh, for God affirms every where, that bec-uſe 
he did fo, therefore ic was the duty of man to [aboay 
ou ſix dayes, as his occaſions do require, and to ref 
on the ſeventh, This therefore they were raught by 
thoſe Works and Reſt of God, or ic could nyt. be 
propoſed as the reaſon of their ſuitable price, and 
for this end did God ſo Work and Reit, ſhe Liw 
therefore of this holy Reſt he reneweth in the Deca- 
Þgne, amongſt thoſe other Laws , which being of 
the ſame nature and original, namely branches of 
the Law of our Creation, were to be unto us moral 
and eternal, For God would no longer entruii 1s 
mind and will in that Law unto the depraved natere 
of man, wherein, if he had not in the bei!, ofrc1 gm. 
ded and dire&ed it by freſh extraordinary revelari- 
ons, it would haye been of little ufe co his glory, 
but committed it by woca{ revelation to the minds of 
the people, as the dorinal objeRt of their conſidera- 
tion, and recorded it in tables of ffone. Moreover, 
the nature of the firſt Covenant, and the way of 
Gods inſtruRing man in the condition of it by his 
Works and Reſt, had limited this holy Day unto the 
ſeventh Day, the obſervation whereof was to be 
commenſurate unto that Covenant, and its admini- 
fitation, however the outward forms thereot might 
be varied, 


On theſe ſuppoſitions we lay, and ought to lay 
the obſervation of the Lords Day under the New Te. 
ſtament, according to the inſti:utjon of ir, or decla- 
ration of the mind of Chriſt, who is our Lord and 
Law-giver concerning it. 1. A new Work of Creg- 
tipn, ora work of a »ew Creation is undertaken and 

com- 
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compleated, 7/a, 65, 17. C hap. 66, 22,23. 2 Pet. 


Gal.G.15. 2, This new Creation js accompanied 
with a new Law, and anew Covenant; or the Law 
of faith, and the Covenant of Grace, Rom. 3. 27. 

Heb.$.8, 9,10, 
11,12,13. 3, Unto this Law and Covenant a Day 
of holy Reſt unto the Lord doth belong, which can- 
not be the ſame Day with the former, no more than 
it is the fame.

4. That this Day was limited and determined to the

As our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as the eternal Son and 
Wiſdom of the Father, was the immediate cauſe, and 
Amnthor of the old Creation, Joh. 1. 3. Col.1. 16. 
Heb. 1.2,10. ſoas Mediatenr, he was the Author of 
this new Creation, Heb. 3.3, 4. He bnilt the Houſe 
of Ged , he built all theſe chings, and is God. 
Herein he wrought, and inthe accompliſhment ofir, 
[aw of the travail of his ſoul, and was ſatisfied, Ila. 
$3.11. thatis, he reſted and was refreſhed. Herein 
he gave a »ew Law of life, faith, and obedience unto 
God, 1/4. 43. 4. not by anaddition of new Preceps 
tothe moral Law of God, not virtually comprized 
therein, and diſtin from his own poſitive inſtitutions

And for an holy Day of Reſt, for the 
ends before declared, and onthe ſuppoſitions before 
laid down, evincing the neceſſity of ſuch a Day, he 


. determined the obſeryation of the fir/# Day of the 


Week. For, ' 
Firſt, On this Day he refted from his works, in and 


| by his Reſ#rreftion , for then had he laid the founda. 


tion of the yew Heavens, and new Earth, and finiſh- 
ed the works of the new Creation , when all the 
Stars ſang together, and all the Sons of God ſhouted 
for joy. On this Day he reſted from his works, and 
was refreſhed, as God did, and was from his, For 
although he workerh hitherto,” in the communication 
of his Spirit and Graces, as che Father continued' i 
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do in his works of providence, after the finiſhing of 
che works of the old Creation , though theſe works 
belonged thereunto, yet he ceaſerh abſolucely from 
that kindof werk whereby he laid the foundation of 
the new Creation : henceforth he dieth no more. 
And on this Day was he refreſhed inthe view of his 
works, for he ſaw that it wasexceeding good, Now 
as Gods Reſt, and his being refreſhed in his 
work, on the ſeventh Dayof eld, was a ſufficient 
indication of the preciſe Day of Reff, which he would 
have obſerved under the adminiſtration of that origi- 


| nal Lawand Covenant ; ſo che Reſt of our Lord Je-

 Andtb< Church of Chriſt could not paſs ove zFeek 
under the New Teſtament, or in a Goſpel-ſtate of 
worſhip, without thisindication. For the Fudaical 
Sabbath, as ſure as it was ſo, and.as ſure as it was 
annexed unto the Afoſaical adminiſtration of the 
Covenant, was fo far aboliſhed, as not to oblige re- 
ally the Diſciplesof Chriſtin conſcience unto the ob.. 
ſervation of it, whatever any of them wighe for a 
ſe:ſon apprehend, Andif a mew Day was not now 
determined, there was »o Day or ſeaſon appointed, 
for an obſervance of an holy Reſt unto the Lord, 
nor any pledge given us of our entringinto the Reſt of 
Chriſt, And thoſe who ſay, that ic is required that 
ſome c1me be ſet apart unco the ends of a Sabbatical 
Reft; but that chere is no divine indication of that 
time, when, nor what it 15, or ſhall be, if wecon- 
fiderwhat are the-ends of ſuch a Reit, _—_—

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clared, muſt allow us toexpe firmer proofs of their 
wncouth Afſertion , than any as yet we: have mec 
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withall. 


Reſt and Worſhip, was embraced by che Apoſtles, 
who were to be as the chief corner-ſtones, the 
foundation of the Chriſtian Church.

In purſuit hereof, he declares in particular ,

that which enſued immediately on the Creation of 
all things. This he evinceth, becauſe it was ſpoken 
of afterwards, a long time after, and that to another 
purpoſe, v. 4, 5. (2) That ir was not the Reſt of 
the Land of Canaan, becauſe that was not entred 
into by them unto whom it ws firſt propoſed and' 
promiſed; for they [came Hort of it by their un- 
belief, and periſhed in the Wilderneſs; but this 


Reſt which is now afreſh propoſed is ſuch, as the 


people of God »wf and will enter into, ». 6, 7: 
(3) Whereas it may be objected, that although the 
Wilderneſs Generation entred not in, ver their po- 
ſterity did fo under the condut of Fong, ». 8. 
he anſwers, that this Reſt in the P/a/ms being propo- 


ſed and promiſed in David ſo long a time, ( above- 


400 years ) after the people had quooety poſſeſſed 
the Land whereinto-they were conducted by 7o/ane, 


it muſt needs be: that another Reſt then yer to come, 
was intended in thoſe _ of the P/almiſt; v: ,

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And (4) to conclude his Argument, he declaretf 
that this ew Reſt had a new peculiar foundation, 
which che other had no intereſt or concernment in,

, Whois the Author of it, ver/e 16. This is 
his way and manner of arguing for the proof of what 
he bad before laid down, and which he ifſuerh in that 
Concluſion, verſe 9. There remaineth therefare a

This was his 
own Reſt, che nature whereof hath been before de- 
clared : He reſted on the ſeventh day ; But this wag 
notall, he bleſſed it for the Reſt of man, a Reſt for 
us enſuing on his Reſt, an expreſlive repreſentation 
of ic, and a pledge of our entring into, or being ta-

3. The Apoſtle propoſeth the three-fold fare of 
the Church unto conſideration + (1) The ſtate of ic 
under the Law of Nature or Creation. (2) The 
fare of ic under the Law of Intirmtions, and catnal 
Ordinances. (3) That then introducing - under: 
the Goſpel. Accordingly have we diſtinguiſhed our 
Diſcourſes concerning a Sabbatical Keft, in our 
third, and fourth, and this preſent Exercitatioy, 
Toeach of theſe he aſſigns a diſtinft KefF of God, a 
Reſt of the Charch, entring into Gods Relt; and a 
Day of teſt, as the means and pledpe thereof, And 
withall he manifeſts that che two former were order- 
ed to be previous Repreſentations of che- latter, 
though not equally, nor on the ſame account. | 

Fir't, He conſiders the Church and the (tate of ir 
under the Law of nature, before the entrance of ſin; 
and herein he ſhews firſt that there was a Ref of God 
nic, for ſaith he, the works Were finiſhed from the 
fomndation of the world, and God did reſt from. all hs 
works, verſe 3,4. As the foundation of all, he lay- 
eth down firſt the works ofiGod. For the Church and 
every peculiar ſtate of the Church is founded. in the 
work, ſome eſpecial work of God, and not meerly 
in a Law or Command, The works ſaith he, were 
finiſhed from the foundation of the world, = Fea, the 
works; TDy2, the _— that is of God, the oe 
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of his creating power, was finiſhed or compleated, 
am? wean w9ws, from the foundation of the 
world : a Periphraſis of the ſix original Dayes, 
wherein time, and all things meaſared by it, and * 
exiſtent with it, had their beginning, This work of | 
God, as hath been proved Zxercir. 3. was the foun- Z 
dation ofthe Churchin the ſtate of Nature, and gave 
unto it the entire Law ofits obedience, 

On this work and the compleating of it, enſued 
the Reſt of God himſelf, verſe 4. God refted the ſe» 7 
wenth day from all hs works. This Reſt of God, and |} 
his Refreſhment he took in his works, as comprizing | 
the Law and Covenant of our obedience, have been 
explained already. 

But this alone doth not confirm, nor indeed come 
near the purpoſe or Argument of the Apoitle. For he 
15t0 ſpeak of [ach a Reſt of G:d, as men might enter 
5320, as was a foundation of Reſt unto them, or 
otherwiſe his Diſcourſe was not concerned in it; 
whereupon by : citation of the words of- ZZoſes from 
Gem. 2. 2.,Þ< tells us, that this Reſt of God was ox 
the leventÞ day, which God accordingly bleſſed and 

an:'ified, to be a Day of Reſt unto man. $o thatin 
this {tate of the Church there were thre: :hings cone 
fiderable; (1) The Keſt of God himſelf on his | 
works, wherein the fexndaticy of the C hurch was 
Jaid. (2) A Reſt propoſed unto man to enter into 
with God, whereia lay the Daty of the Church, 
And (3) a Dayof Reſl, the ſeventh day, as are- 
membraiice of the one, and a means and pledge of 
the ozhcr. Andherewith we principaily confirm our 


judgement, in the Sabbaths beginning with the 


World. For without this ſuppoſition, the mention- 
ing of Geds Work and his Reſt, ro way belonged to 
| the 
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the purpoſe of our Apoſtle. For he diſcourſeth only 
of ſuch Reſts as men might enter into, and haye a 
pl:dge of, And there was no ſuch thing from the 
foundation of the world, unleſs the Sabbath were then 
revealed : Nor is it abſolutely the Work and Reſt of 
God, but the Obedience ot men, and their duty, 
with reſpe& unto them, which he conſiders. And 
this could rot be, unleſs the Reſt of God was propo- 
ſed unto men to enter into, from the foundation of 
the world, 


Secondly, the Apoſtle conſiders the Church un- F. 


der the Law of Inftitutions ; and herein herepreſent- 
eth the Reſt of the Land of Canaay, wherein alſo 
the three diftinft Refts before-mentioned do oc 
curre. 

1, There was inita Reſt of God. This gives de- 
nomination to the whole : He ſtill calls it bz Ref , 
if they ſhall enter into »»y Refft, And the prayer 


about it was, Ariſe O Lord into thy Reſt, thou and. 


the Ark of thy ſtrength, or the pledge of his pre- 
ſenceand Reſt. And thisReſt alſo enſued upon his 
work , for God wrought about it works great and 
mighty, and ceaſed from them when they were fi. 
niſhed, And this'work of his anſweredin its great- 
neſs unto the work of Creation, whereunto it is 
compared by himſelf, 7/a. 51.15, 16. I am the 
Lord thy God that divided the Sea, whoſe waves roar- 
&d, the Lord of Hoſts is his Name, and have pit my 
words in thy month, and have covered thee in the ſha- 
dow of my hand, that 1 may plant the Heavens, and 
lay the foundation of the Earth, and ſay anto Zion 
thou art my people. The dividing of the Sea whoſe 
waves roared, is put by a Synecacche for the whole 
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work of Gad, preparing a way for the Church-ſlate 
of that people in the Land of Canaan. And this he 
compares to the work of Creation, in planting the 
Heavens, and laying the foundation of the Earth. 
For a|chough choſe words are but a Afetaphorical 
expreſſion of the Political and Church-ſtare of chac 
people, yet there is an evident Alluſion in them unto 
the original Creation of all things. This was the 
work of God, upon the fimſhing whereof, he entred 
into his Reſt, in the ſatisfaRtion and complacency 
thit he had therein, For after the Erection »f his 
Worſhip in the Land of Canaav, he fayes of it, this 
i my Reſt, ana hcre will I amell. 

2. God being thus entred into his Relt. in like 
manner as formerly, two things enſue chereon : 


- (1) That the people are invited and encouraged to 


enter jnto the Reſtof God, This che Apoſile treats 
corcerning in this and the foregoing Chaptcr. And 
this their entrance into Reſt, was their coming by 
Faith and Obedience into a participation ot the 
Worſhip of God wherein he Refted, as a means ind 
pledge of their everlaſting Reſt in him, And al- 
chough ſome of them game ſhore hereof, by reaſon 
of their unbelief, yet others entred into it under th2. 
cordu@ of 7oſbxa. (2) Both theſe, his own Ref}, 
and Reſt of the people, God expreſſed by appoint- 
ing 4 Day of Reff. This be did, that it might be a 
token, ſign, and pledge, not now, as given to this 
people abſolutely of his fr/# Reft at the Creation, 
but of his preſent Reft in his inſtituted Worſhip, 
and tobe a means in the ſolemn obſervation of that 
Worſhip, to farther their entrance into his Reſt 
eternally, Hence had the ſeve»th Day a peculiar In- 
Aitution among that people, whereby it was made 
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tothem, a ſign and coken, that he was their (God, 
ard chey were his people. - And here lies the foun- 
dation of all that we have before diſcourſed con- 
cerning the 7adaical Sabbath, in our fourh Exer- 
citation. TI JOE" 6+: 
ic is true, this Day was the ſame in order of the 
= Dayes, with that before obſerved ; namely-, the 
 /[cventh Day of the Week. Bat it was now re- 
{ eſtabliſhed upon new conſiderations, and unto new 
ends and purpoſes. The time of the change of che 
Day was not yet come, for this Work was but pre- 
paratory for a greater. And the Covenant where- 
unto the ſeventh Day was originally annexed, being 
not- yet to be aboliſhed, that day was not to be yer 
changed, nor another to be ſubſtituted in the room 
of it. Hence thiz Day became now to fall under.a 
double confideration : Firſt, as it was ſuch a propor- 
tion of time as was requiſite unto the Worſhip of 
God, and appointed as a pledpe of his Reſt in bis 
Covenant, Secondly, as it received a new Inſtitu- 
tion, with ſuperadded ends and fignificacions, as a 


token and pledge of Gods Reſt in the Law of Inſti. 


tations, and the Worſhip erected therein.' So both 
theſe ſtates of the Church, had theſe three things 
ditintly, a Reſt of God on his Works for their 
foundation, a Reſt in Obedience and Worſhip for 
man to enter into; and a Day of ReF# as a pledge 
and token of both the other, Nc 


Thirdly, The Apoſtle proves from the words of 
the P/almift, that there was yer to be a Third fate 
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of the Church , an eſpecial ſtate under the Meſa, - 


which he now-propoſed unto the Hebrews, and ex- 
borted them co enter into. And in this Church-ſtate, 
2: b4 pers 
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there is to be alſo a peculiar ſtate of RF, diſlin& 
from them which went before, To the conſtitution 
hereof, there are Three things required, Firſt, that 
there be ſome fignal work of God compleated and 


_ finiſhed, whereon he enters into his Reſt, This was 


ro be the fourdation of the whole ew Charch-ſtate, 
and of the eit to be obtained therein. . Secondly

Firſt, the Apoſtle ſheweth, that there was a preat 
werk of God, and that finiſhed, for the foundation of 
the whole. This he had made way for, chap. 3. 
verſe 4,5. Where he both exprefly aſſerts the Son 


to be God, and ſhews the Analopie that is between 


the Creation of all things, and the building of the 
Church, that is, the works of the Old and New 
Creation. As then God wrought in the Creation of 
all, ſo Chri#, who is God, wrought in the ſetting 
vp of this new Charch-ſtate. And upon his finiſhing 
of it, he entred into his Reſt, as God did into his, 
whereby he limited a certain Day of Reſt uuto his 
people. So he ſpeaks; There remaineth therefore a 
Sabbatiſm for the people of God. For he that « entred

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of Diſſolution, to-have the Body and Soul ſeparated 
from each other, was a great Humiliation, And 
every thing of this nature helonged unto his Works, 
and not his Reſt, (2) This ſeparation of Body and 
Soul under the power of Death, was panal, a part 
af the ſentence of the Law- which he underwent. 
And therefore Petey declares, that the pains of Death 
were not looſed but in his ReſurreQion, A. 2. 24. 
whom God, ſaith he, hath raiſed up, looſing the pains 
of Death, becauſe it Was not poſſible that he ſhould be 
hildex of #t, Whilſt he was held of it, he was under 
it penally, This therefore could not be h/4 Ref, nor 
any part of it. Nor did he init enter into his Reſt, 
but continued in- his Work. Nor 2dly. did he firſt 
enter into-his Reſt at bis Aſcenſion : Then indeed be 
cook aQual poſſeſſion of his Glory, as to the full 
publick maniſeltacion of it. But to enter 5nto Keſt is 
one thing, and to take poſſeſſion of Glory another, 
Andit is placed by our Apoſtle as a. conſequent of his 
being juſtified in the Spirit, when he entred into 
Reſt, 1 75m. 3.16, But this his entrance into Reſt, 
was in, by, and at his KReſarrefor from the dead. 
For, (1) Then and therein was he freed from the 
ſentence, power and ſtroke of the Law, being dif- 
charged of all the Debts of our ſins, which he had 
undertaken. to make fatisfaRtion for, As 2, 24. 
(2) Then and therein were all Types, all PrediQi- 
ons and Propheſies fulfilled, which concern the work 
of our Redemption. (3) Then therefore his work 
Was done, [ wry ag” which anſwereth Gods creating 
Wwork., though he ſtill continue chac which anſwers 


his work of prefervation, Then was the Law ful.. . 


filled and ſatisfied, $athen ſubdued, Peace with God 
made, the Price of our Redemption paid, the _ |

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courſe of in-this Chapter, For as in the beginning 
; ot 


Of the Lards-Day, 
miſe of the Spirit received, and the whole Foundas 
tion. of the Church of God gloriouſly laid on his 
Perſon, in his Works and Reſt. (4) Then and 
therein was he declared to be the Son of God with 
power, Rom, 1. 4. God manifeſting untoall, that 
chis was he concerning and unto whom he ſaid, 
T how art my Son , this day have 1 begatten thee, 
AQs 13s» 33. 


Thus did the Author of the New Creation, the 
Son of God, the Builder of the Church, having 
finiſhed his works, - exter into his Reft, And this was, 
as all know, on the morning of the firſt day of the 
week, And hereby did he limit and determine the 
Day for a ſacred Sabbatical Reſt under the New 
Teſtament, For now was the 0/4 Covenant utterly 


aboliſhed, and therefore the Day which was the 


pledge of Gods and Mans Reſt therein, was to be 
taken away, and was ſo accordingly, as we have 
ſhewed. As the Reſt from the beginning of the 
World, had ics foundation from the works of God, 


and his Reſt which enſued thereon, which was des 


termined uno the ſeventh Day, becauſe that was the 
Day wherein God ceaſed from thoſe works, which 
Day was continued under the /ega/! «dmin;tration of 
the Covenant by Moſes, fo the Reſt of the Lord 
Chriſt the Son of God, is the foundation of ow 
Reſt, which changing the old Covenant, and the 
day annexed unto it, he hath limited unco the firft 
Day of the Week, whereon he ceaſed from his works, 
and entred- into his Reſt, And hereby the Apoſtle 
compleats the due Analogy thar is between the ſeveral 
Reſts of God and his people, which be barh- dif- 
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of the Lords-Day. j 
of the World, there was firſt, the work of God, and 
his Reſt thereon, whicly made way unto a Reſt for 
his people in himſelf and in bis worſhip, by the con- 
remplation of his works that he had made, on whoſe 
finiſhing he reſted, and a Day deſigned, determi- 
ned, bleſſed and ſancified, to exprefs that Reſt of 
God; whence mention is made of thoſe works in 
the command for the obſeryation of that Day, ſ:e- 
ing the worſhip of God 3» and os ir, conſiſted prin. 
cipally in the glorifying of bim, by, and for thoſe 
works of his; as alſo co be a means to further mer 
in their entrance into eternal Reſt, whereunto all 
theſe things do tend ; and as at the giving of the Law, 
there was a great Work of God, and his keſt 
thereon, in his eſtabliſhing his Worſhip in the Land 
of Canaan, which made way for the peoples entring 
into his Reſt in that Worſhip and Countrey, and 
had a Day of Reft enjoyned uaco them, to expreſs 
the one and the other, as alſo to help them co enter 
finally into the Reſt of God; ſo now under the 
Goſpel there is a Reft anſwering all theſe, in and by 
the inſtances which we have given, | 


And this is that which the Apoſtle affirms, as the 
ſubſtance of all which he hath evinced :: Namely, 
that there i& 4 Sabbatiſm for the people of God, v« 9: 
ce{fenouds: The word is framed by - our Apoſtle 
from an Hebrew original, with a Greeh Termination, 
And he uſeth ir, as that which is comprehenſive of 
his whole ſenſe, which no other word would be. 
For he would ſhew that there is a Sabbatical Reſt 
founded in the Reft of God, remaining for the 
Church, and therefore makes uſe of that word, 
whereby God expreſſed his ow» Ref when he 
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ſanQified the ſeventh Day , for a Day of Reſt 


thereon. That Day of Reſt being removed, and®”” 


another, on a new foundation, namely, the Reſt of 
Chriſt upon his works introduced , he calls it a 


Sabbatiſm, or a Sabbath-keeping. He doth nor do 


this only and ſeparately, averring the neceſſity of a 
Sabbath-obſeryation in the firſt place, diſtinQly from 
a Spiritual Reſt in Chriſt, with an Eternal Reſt en- 
ſuing thereon , but in the manner and Order before 
laid down, wherein the neceſſity of ſuch a Day is 
included... And beſides the evidence that ariſeth 
from the conſideration of the whole Context, there 
are Wo things which make it undeniably evident, 
that our Apoſtle aſſerts an Evangelical Sabbath, or 
Day of Reſt, to be conſtantly obſerved in and for 
the Worſhip of God under the Goſpel, For firſt, 
without this deſign, there can be no tolerable Rea- 
fon- afligned, why he ſhould mention the works of 
God from the foundation of the World, with his Reſt 


. that enſued thereon, and referr us to the ſeventh Day, 


which without reſpe& unto another Day to be intro- 
duced, doth greatly inyolve his whole Diſcourſe. 
Again, his uſe of this word, 9af8a71745: a Sabba- 
2:/m, which is framed, and as it were. coyved on pur- 
poſe, that it might both compriſe the Spirirual Reft 
aimed at, and alſo a Sebbath-keeping, or Obſeryation 
of a Sabbach Reſt, manifeſts his purpoſe, When he 
ſpeaks of our Reft in general , he till doth it by 
2g7e7avors, adding, that there was an-eſpecial Day 
for itsenjoyment. Here he introduceth oz 88:x710uds, 
a Sabbatiſm, which his way of arguing wonld not 
have allowed, had he not deſigned to expreſs the 
Chriſtian» Sabbath. Adde hereunto, that he fub- 
joynexrhe eſpecial Reaſon of ſuch a Days obferva- 
tion 
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tion in the next Verſe, as we have declared, And 
here do we fix the Foundation and Reaſon of the 
Lords-Day , or the Holy obſervation of the firſt 
Day of the Week; the Obligation of the forr:h 
Commazdment unto a weekly Sacred Reſt, being 
put off from the ſeventh Day to the firſt, on the ſame 
Grounds and Reaſons whereon the {tate- of the 
Church is altered from what it was under the Law; 


. unto whatitis now under the Goſpel. And the Co- 


yenant it ſelf alſo is changed; whence the ſeventh 
Day is now of no more force, than the old Coyee 
nant, and the old Law of Inſtitutions, contained in 
Ordinances, becauſe the Lord Chriſt hath ceaſed 
from his works, and emred into his Reſt , on the 
firſt Day. 


Here we have fixed the foundation of the obſer- 
vation of the Zords-Day, onthe ſuppoſition of what 
hath been proved concerning our Duty in the Holy 
obſervance of ove Day in ſeven, from the Law of 
our Creation, as renewed in the Decalogue, The 
remaining Arguments evincing the. change of the 
Day from the ſeventh unto the firſt by Divine Aus 
thority, ſhall be bur briefly rouched on by me, be- 
cauſe they bave been lately copiouſly handled, and 
fully vindicated by others, Wherefore, (1) when 
the Lord Chriſt intended conſpicuouſly to bi/d his 
Charch upon the foundation of his Works and Reſt, 
by ſending the Holy Ghoſt with his miraculous 
Gifts upon the Apoſtles, he did it on rhis Day; 
which was then among rhe Jews the Feaft of Pen- 
tecoft, or of Weeks, Then were the Diſciple: ga- 
thered together with one accord, in the obſervance 
of the Day fignalized ro them by lis' Re/arref7ion, 
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Of the Lords- Day, 

As 2.71. And by this doththeir obedierce receive 
a bleſſed confirmation, as well as their perſons a glo- 
rious endowmenc with abilities for the work which 
they were immediately to apply themſclves unto. 
And hereon did they ſet out unto the whole work of 
building the Church on that foundation, and promo- 
ting the worſhip of it, which on r4:7 Day was el[- 
pecially to be celebrated, 


The Pra#ice of the Apoſtles, and the Apoſtolical 
Churches, owned the Authority of Chriſt in this 
change of the Day of ſacred Reſt, For hence for- 
ward, whatever apprehenſions any of them might 
have of the continuance of the 7«datical Sabbath, as 
ſome of them judged that the whole ſervice of it was 
ſtill ro be continued, yer they obſerved this Day of 
the Lord, *as the time of their Aſſemblies and ſolemn 
worſhip. Oneor two inſtances hereof may be call. 
edover, eAts 20. 6,7. Wecame to Troas in five 
dayes, where we abode ſeven dayes. And wpon the 
firſt day of the weeh,, when the Diſciples came toge= 
ther tobreak bread, Paul preached unto them, ready 
$0 depart on the morrow, and continued his ſpeech untill 
midnight, IT doubt not bur in the ſever dayes that 
the Apoſtle abode there, he taught and preached as 
he had occaſion in the houſes of the Believers; but 
it was the fir Day of the Week, when they uſed 
according to their duty, to aſſemble the whole body 
of them, forthe celebration of the ſolemn Ordinan- 
ces of the. Church , /ſynecdochically exprefſed by 
breaking of Bread, Thisthey did, without any ex- 
traordinary warning or calling together , for in an- 
ſwer to their duty they were accuſtomed ſo te do. 
Such is the account that Faſtin Aartyr gives of the 
practice 
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praRic. of all Churches in the next Age; 75 93 iis 
Aszoutry nukes mdvrov vat moneis 1 dyges jerby- 
TWY. emi T0 «uTd guyereuors yirorue On che Day 
called Sunday thereis an aſſembly of all Chriſtians, 
wheiber living in City or the Countrey , and” be- 
ciute of their conflant breaking of bread on this day, 
it was called Dies Pani, Augult, Epiſt 118. And 
Athanaſius proved that he brake nor a Chalice ar 
ſuch a time, becauſeir was not the firſt Day of the 
Week when it was to be uſed, Socrar. lib,5.cap.22 

And whoſoever reads this paſſage without prejxdice,. 
will grant, that it is a marvellous, abrupt,” and un- 
couth expreſſion, if it do nor ſignifie that which was 
in common obſeryance amonglt all the Diſciples of 
Chriſt, which could have no other foundation bur 
only that before laid down, of the Authority of the 
Lord Chriſt requirirg ir of them, And 1 doubt nor 
but that Pax preached bis farewel Sermon unto 
them, which continued untill iazight,>after all the 
ordinary ſervice of the Church was performed. 
And all the ObjeRions which I have met withall 
_ againſt this inſtance, amount to no more bur this, 
that although the Scriprare ſaves, that the Diſciples 
met for their worſhip on the firi# Day of the Week, yet 
indeed they did net ſo ds, 

I Cor. 16. 2, the ſame praQice is exemplified, 
Upon the firfl Day of the week, let every one of you lay 
by him in ſtore as God hath proSpered him, that there 
be no gatherings when I come. The conſtant Day of 
the Churches ſolemn Aſſemblies being fixed, he here 
takes ic for pranted, and direAs them unto the ob.. 
ſervance of an eſpecial dxty on that Day: Whar 
ſome except, that here is no mention of any {ch 
Aſſembly, but only that every one on that Day 
Cc 3 ſhould 
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' of the Lards-Day. 
ſhould lay by himſelf what he would give, which 


every one might do at home, or where they plea- 
fed, is exceeding weak , and unſuitable unto the 
mind of the Apoſtle, For to what end ſhould they 
be limited unto & Day, and that the firſt Day of the 
week, for the doing of that which might be as well, 
co as g00d purpoſe and adyantape, performed at any 
other time, on ahy other Day of the Week what- 
ever? Beſides it was to be ſuch a /aying afar, ſuch a 
treaſuring of it in a common ſtock, as that there 
ſhould be no »eed of ay Colleftion when the Apoſtle 
came. But if this was done only privately, it would 
not of its ſelf come together at his Advent, but muſt 
be colleted. But all exceptions againſt theſe Teſti- 
monies have been fo lately removed by others, that 
I ſhall not inſiſt farther on them. 


That from theſe Times downwards the firſt Day of 
the Veek had a ſolemn obſervation in all the Chnrch- 
es of Chriſt, whereby they owned its ſubſtitution in 
the room of the ſevexth Day, applying the duties 
and ſervices of a Sabbath unto it, hath alſo been de- 
monſtrated. And that this was owned from the 
Amntherity of the Lord, is declared by Joh in the 
Revelation, who calls it the Lords Day, Revy.1. 10. 
whereby he did not furprize the Churches with a 
new name, but denoted to them the 7 ime of hss Viſi- 
ons, by the name of the Day which was well known 
unto them. And there is no ſolid Reaſon wby it 
ſhould be ſo called, but that it owes its pre-emi- 
nence and obſervation unto bis I»fitution and An- 
thority. And no man who ſhall deny theſe things, 
can give any tolerable account, how, when , or 
from whence this Day came to be /o eb/erved, - 
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: of the Leards-Day. 
ſo called. It is beg weed, the Lords Day, the 
Day ofthe Lord, as the Holy Supper is Scinrov xu- 
eraxiy, I Cor. 11, 20. the Lords Supper, by reaſon 
of his Inſtitution. 171) EV! the Day of the Lord 
in the Old Teſtament, which the LXX render ##- 
es wels, no where pics xweex), ſignities indeed, 
ſome ://aſtrious Appearance of God in a way of 
judgement or mercy. Ando alſo inthe Perſon of 
Chriſt, this was the Day of his. Appearance, Mark 
16,9. So wasit ſill called by the ancient Writers of 
the Church, Jonatine in Epift. ad Tral. ad magnef. 
eft. Dionyſ{us of Corinth. Epiſt. ad Rom. in Enſeb. 
Hiſt. lib. 4. cap. 21, Theophilus 4ntioch. lib. 1. in 
4. Evangel. Clemens Alex. ftromat. lib. 7. cap. 7. 
Origen lib, 8. con. Celſ. Tertul. de Coron. milit. cap.3. 
As for thoſe who affign the Inſtitution of this Day to 
the Apoft/es, although the ſuppoſition be falſe, yer 
it weakens not the divive original ofit. For an Ob» 
ligation lying on all Believers to obſerve a Sabbath 
unto the Lord, and the Day obſerved under the Law 
of Moſes being removed, it is- not to be imagined 
that the Apoſtles fixed on another Day, without im- 
mediate direRion from the Lord Chriſt, For in- 
deed they delivered nothing to be conflantly obſerved 
inthe worſhip of God, but what\they had his Au- 
thority for, 1 Cor.11.23. In all things of this na- 
ture, as they had the 5»falible gnidavce of the Holy 
Ghoſt, ſothey aRed immediately in the Name and 
Authority of Chriſt, where what they or deived was 
no leſs of/ divine I»ftitution, than if it had been ap- 
pointed /by Chriſt in his own perſon, It is true, 
they themſelyes did for a ſeaſon, whileſt their Mi- 
niſtery was to bave & peculiar regard to the Jews, 
far the calling and converſion of the remnant thar 
\ Cc4 was 
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of the Lords-Day. 
was amongſt them; - according to the ele&ion of 
grace, $0 frequently into their Fynagogues on the ſe- 
vemth Day to preach the Goſpel, 4&8. 13. 14. 
Chap. 16.13. Chap.17, 2. Chap. 18. 4. Butitis 
evident that they did fo, only to take the opporcu- 
nity of their Aſſemblies, chat they might preach un- 
to the greater numbers of them, and that ar ſuch a 
ſeaſon wherein they were prepared to ?ttend unto 
facred things. Upon the ſame ground Pax/labour- 


_ ed if it were poſſible to be at Hiernſalem at the Feaſt 


of Pentecoſt, AQ. 20. 16, But that they at any time 


. aſſembled the Diſciples of Chriſt on that day for the 


worſhip of God, that we read nor. 


We may now look back, and take a view of what 
we have paſſed through. That ove Day" in ſever is 
By virtue of a divine Law to be obſerved Holy unto | 
the Lord, the original of ſuch an obſervation, Gem, 
2. 2. the Letter of the fourth Commandemenr, 
with the nature of the Covenant between God and 
man, do prove and evince. And hereunto is there a 
conſiderable ſuffrage given by learned men of all 
parties. The Docrine of the Reformed Divines 
hereabouts hath been largely repreſented by others. 
They alſo of the Charch of Rome, that is, many of 
them agree herein, It is aſſerted in the Canon Law 
it ſelf. Tit. de Ferizs cap. licet, where the words of 
Alexander the third are, Tam veteris quam nevi Te- 
Paments paging ſeptimum Diem ad humanam quietem 
fpecialiter deputavit ; where by ſeptimons Dies he un- 
derſtands one Day in ſeven, as Sazarez ſheweth, 
De Relig. lib. 2, cap. 2. ' Andit is ſo by fundry 


Canoniſts reckoned up by Covarruvias. The School- 
men alſo give in their conſent, as Barnes 5» 


24. 24.

g. 44:.4. 1,  Bellarmine contends expreſly,” decult. 
ſanft- lib. 3. cap. 11. that Fr divinum: requirebat 
ut unus Dies Hebdomade dicaretur caltui divine. 
So doth Sxarez, de dieb. ſac. cap. 1, - and others 
might be added, We have the like common con- 


ſent, that whateverinthe inſticution and obſeryation 


of the Sabbath under the-Old Teſtament was peculiar 
unto that ſtate of the Church, either in its own na- 
cure, or in its uſe and fgnification, or in-its manner 
of obſervance, is zaken away by virtue of thoſe Rules, 
4 om, 14.5. Gal. 4.10. Cel. 2.16, 17, Norcan 
it be denied but chat ſundry things annexed untothe 
Sabbatical Reſt, peculiar to that Church-ſlate which 
was to be removed, were wholly inconſiſtent with 
the ſpirir, grace, ard liberty of the Goſpel. I have 
alſo proved, that the obſervation of the ſeventh Day 
preciſely, was a pledge of Gods Reſt in the Cove- 
nant of works, and of our Reſt in him, and with 


him thereby ; fo that it cannot be retained withour- 


a re-introduQion of that Covenant, and the Righte« 
ouſneſs thereof. And therefore alchough the com» 
mand for the obſervation of a Sabbath to the Lord, 


fo far as it is moral is put over into the Rule of the. 


new Covenant, wherein Grace is adminiſtred for 
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the duty it requires; yet take the ſeventh Day pre= - 


_ Eiſely as the ſeventh Day, and it is an Old Teſtament 
arbitrary inſtitution, which falls under no promiſe of 
ſpiritual aſfiſtance in, or unto the obſervation of it. 
Under the New Teſtament we haye found a mew 
Creation, a vew Law of Creation, a wew Covenant, 
the Reſt of Chriſt in that Work, Law, and Cove- 
nant, the /imiting of a Day of Reſt unto us, on the 
Day wherein he entred into his Reſt, a »ew Name 
given unto this Day, with reſpeR unto dey 
EY by 
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Of the Lords-Day, 
by whom it was appointed, and an obſeryation of it 
by all the Churches, ſo thac we may ſay of it, Ths 
is the Day which the Lord hath made, we will rejojce 
and be gladin it, as Pſal. 118, 24. 


Theſe foundations being laid, I ſhall yet by ſome 
important conſiderations, if I miſtake not, pive ſome 
farther evidence unto the neceſſity of the Religious 
obſervation of the firſt Day of the week, in oppa- 
ſition unto the Day of the Law, by ſome contended 
for. It is therefore, firſt, acknowledged, that the 
obſervation of ſome certain Day, in and for the ſo- 
lemn publick Worſhip of God, is of indiſpenſible 
neceſſity They are beneath our conſideration by 
whom this is denyed, Moſt acknowledge it to be a 
DiRate of the Law of Nature, and the Nature of 
theſe things doth require-it. We have proved alſo, 
that there is ſuch a Determination of this Time, unto 
one Day 1s ſeven, as it muſt needs be the higheſt Im. 
pudence in any Perſon, Perſons or Churches, to 
attempt any alteration herein, And notwithſtand. 
ing the pretences of ſome about their /berty, none 
yet have been ſo hardy from the foundation of the 
World, as praQtically to determine a Day for the 
Worſhip of God, in any other Reyolution of Dayes 
or Times, to the negle&t and excluſion of ove Day 
in ſeven, Yea the Lipht hereofis ſuch, and the uſe 
of it ſo great, that thoſe who have taken up with 
the worſt of Superſtitions inſtead of Religion, as the 
eMabumetans, yet complying in-general with the 
performance of a ſolemn Worſhipyo God, have 
found it neceſſary to fix on ove certain Day in the 
Hebdomadal Reyolution for that purpoſe. And in- 
deed partly from the Appointment of God, partly 
rom 
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Of the Lords-Day, 
from the Nature of the Thing it ſelf, the Religious 
| obſeryation of ſ#ch a Day, is the great preſervative _ 
| _ of all ſolemn Profeſſion of Religion in the World. 

| This the Law of Nature, this the written Word di- 
re&s unto, and this Experience makes manifeſt unto 
all. Take away from amongſt men, a conſcience of 
obſerving a fixed ſtated Day of Sacred Reſt to God, 
and for the celebration of his Worſhip in Aﬀemblies, 
and all Religion will quickly decay, if not come to 
nothing in this World, And it may be obſerved, 
though it be not evident whether be the Cauſe, or 
the Effect, that where, and amongſt whom Religion 

1 FfAouriſheth in its power, there, and amongſt them 

'' is conſcience the moſt exerciſed, and the moſt di. , 
ligence uſed in the obſervation of ſuch a Day. 
I will not ſay abſolutely that it is Religion, or other 
Principles, that teacherth men exaneſs in the ob- 
ſervation of this Day ; nor on the other hand, that 
a conſcience made of this obſeryation, doth procure 
an univerſal ſtritneſs in other Duties of Religion. 
Bur this is evident, that they are mutually helpfull 
unto one another, And therefore though ſome haye 
laboured to diveſt this Obſervation of any i*:me- 
diate Divine Amthority, yet they are forced to 
ſupply fach a Conſtitution for rhe Obſervation of 
one. Day inſeven, as that they affirm, that none can 
omit its Obſervation without Sin in erdinary caſes; 
whether they have done well to remove from it the 
command of God, and to ſubſtitute their ow# in the 
room of it, they may do well to conſider. 


Let then the ſtate of things in reference unto the &. 3% 
firſt day of the week,, with the preſence of God in, b:. 
2nd his blefling upon the Worſhip of the Elarch 

LO | ET ne therein, 
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of the Lords: Day, 
therein, be conſidered. And this is a conſideration, 
as I think, by no means to be deſpiſed, It is mari- 
feſt to all unprejudiced perſons, thac the Apoſtles and 
Apoſtolical Churches, did: religiouſly obſerve this 
Day. And no man can with any modeſty queſtion, 
the celebration of the Worſhip of God therein, in 
the next ſucceeding Generations. 1n the poſſeſſion 
of this praiſe are all the Diſciples of Chriſt at this 
day in the World, ſome very few only excepted, 
who Sabbatize with the ews, or pleaſe themielyes . 
with a vain pretence that every Day is unto them a 
Sabbath, Nor is it ſimply the Catholiciſm of this 
praQſe which I inſiſt upon, though that be ſuch, 
and hath ſuch weight in things of chis n:ture, as thar 
for my part I ſhall not diſſent from any pra&iſe thar 
is ſo atteſted : But ic is the bleſivg of God upon it, 
and the. Worſhip en this Day pertormed, which is 
pleaded, as that which ought to be of an high eſteem 
with all humble Chriſtians. On ch Day, through- 
out all Ages, bath the Edification of the Churches 
been carried on, and that publick revenue of Glory 
been rendred unto God which is his due. On thzs 
Day hath God piven his preſence unto all his ſolemn 
Ordinances, for all the Ends for which he hath ap. 
pointed them. Nor hath he by any means given the 
leaſt intimation of his diſpleaſure againſt his Churches, 
for their continuance in the obſervation of it. On 
the other fide, not only have the wiſeſt and holieſt 
men, who have complained of the Sins of their ſe- 
veral times and Apes wherein they lived, which 
procured the pouring out of the Judgements of God 
upen them, conſtantly reckoned the weg/ef# and pro- * 
Phanation of the Lords-day among them, bur ſuch 
inſtances haye been given of particular ſeverities 
EE againſt 
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*gainſt them who have openly prophaned this Day, 


and that upon unqueſtionable Teijtimonies, as may 
well affet the minds and conſciences of thoſe who 
profeſs a Reverence of God, inthe holy difpenſatiens 
ot his Providence. 

Nor can any of theſe things be pleaded, to give 
countenarice unto any other Day, that ſhould be ſet 
up in competition with the Lords-day, or the firſt 
day of the week. What of this nature can be ſpoken 
concerning the ſeventh Day now by ſome contended 
for, and chat which is grievous, by ſome perſons 
Holy and Learned 2 Of what uſe bath ic ever been 
to the Church of God, ſetting aſide the occaſional 
Advantages taken from it by the Apoſtles, of 
preaching the Goſpel in the Synagogues of the 
7ews ? What Teſtimonies bave we of the preſence 
of God with any Churches, in the Adminiſtration 
of Goſpel-Ordinances and Worſhip on that Day? 
And if any Jeſſe: Aſſemblies do at preſent pretend to 
give ſuch a Teſtimony, wherein is it to be compared 
with that of all the holy Churches of Chriſt through- 


out the World in all Ages, eſpecially in thoſe 


laſt paſt, | | 

Let men inhoſe hearts are the wayes of God, 
ſeriouſly conſider the uſe that hath been made under 
the bleſſing of God, of the conſcientious obſervation 
of the Lords-day, inthepaſt and prefent age, unto the 
promotion of Holineſs, Righteouſneſs, and Religion 
univerſally in the power of it, and if they are not 
under invincible prejudices, it will be very difficult 
for them to judge, that it is a Plant which our 
Heavenly Father hath not planted. For my patt, 
1 muſt not only ſay, but plead whilſt I live in this 
World, and leave this Teſtimony to the preſenr and 
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future ages , if theſe Papers ſee the light, and do 
farvive, that if I have ever ſeen any thing in the 
wayes and worſhip of God, wherein the power of 
Religion or Godlineſs hath been expreſſed; any 
thing that hath repreſented the Holineſs of the 
Goſpel, and the Author of it; any thing that bath 
looked like a Preludinm unto the everlaſting Sab- 
bath and Reſt with God, which we aim through 
Grace to come unto, it hath been there, and with 
them, where and amongſt whom the Zords-day hath 
| been had in bigheſt efteem, and a ſtri& obſervation 
of it attended unto, as an Ordinance of our Lord 
Jeſas Chriſt, The Remembrance of their Miniſtry, 
their Walkiog and Converſation, their Faith and 
Love, who in this Nationzhave moſt zealouſty 
. Pleaded for,.and have been in their perſons, Fami- 
lies, and Churches or Parifhes, the moſt ftri& ob- 
\ ſeryers of this Day, will be precious with them chat 
fear the Lord, whilſt the Sun and Moon endure. 
Their DoQrine alſo in this matter, with the Bleſſing 
that attended ir, was that which mulcicudes now at 
Reſt, do bleſs God for; and many that are yet alive, 
do greatly rejoyce in. Let theſe things be deſpiſed 
' by thoſe who are otherwiſe minded, fo me they are 
of great weight and importance. 


'  Letnsnowa ſittle conſider the Day that by fome 
' is fer up, not only in competition with this, bur to 
its utter exclufron, This 15 the /eventh Day of the 
week, or the old Jadaical Sabbath, which fome 
comend that we are perpetually obliged to the ob-. 
© ſervation of, by vertne of che Fourth Command- 
ment. The Grounds whereon they preceed in their 
Aﬀertion, bave been already diſproved, ſo _ as the 
| Vathre 
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Nature of our preſent undertaking will admit; and 
ſuch evidences given unto'the change of the Day, as 
will not eaſily be everted, nor removed, The con- 
{ſequences of the obſervation of the ſeventh Day, 
(WH ſhould the praRice of ir be re-aſſumed amongſt 
Chriſtians, is that which at preſent I ſhall a little en- 
quire.into, when we have ſummed up ſomewhat of 
what hath been ſpoken. (1) It was not direQty, 
nor abſolutely required in the Decalogur, but con- 
ſequentially only, by way of Appropriation to the 
Meoſaical Oeconomy, whereunto it was then an- 
nexed, The commandis to obſerve the Sabbath-day, 
and the bleſſing is upon the Sabbath-day ; God 
bleſſed the Sabbath-day. And the mention of the 
ſeventh day in the Body of the command, fixeth the 
number of the Dayes in whoſe Revolution a Sabba- 
tical Reft returns, but determines not an everlaſte 
ing Orderin them ; ſeeing the Orderrelating to the 
Old Creation, is inconſiſtent with the Law, Reaſon, 
and Worſhip of the New. And if the ſeventh day 
and the Sabbath, as ſome pretend, are the ſame, 
the ſenſe of the command in the enforcing part of ir 
is, bat the ſeventh day, ts the ſeventh day of the Lord 
thy God, which is none at all. (2) The ſtate of the 
Church, and the Adminiſtration of the Covenant, 
whereunto the obſervation of this day was annexed, 
are removed, ſo that it cannot continue, no more 
than an Houſe can ſtand without a Foundation, 
(3) The Lord Chriſt who was the Lord of the $ab- 
bath, and by aſſuming that Title ro himſelf, mani- 
felted his Authority as to the diſpoſal! of the Day 
whereon a Sabbatical Reſt was ro be obſerved, hath 
in his ow# ReF from his works, limited unto us a»- 
ther day of Sacred Reſt, called from his Es" 

; 0 
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of it, the Loras-day, bis Day who is the Lord of the 
Sabbath, (4) The Day ſo introduced by his Autho- 
rity, bath from the Day of his Reſt been obſerved 
without interruption, or any ſuch difference about 
it, as fell out among che Churches of God about 
other Feaſt dayes, whoſe obſervation was introduced 
among them, they knew not well how, as of the 
Paſcha, and the like. And wheteas the due obſer- 
vation of it, hath been enjoyned by Councils, 
Edits of Emperors, Kings, and Princes, Laws of 
all ſorts; adviſed and preſled by the antient Wri- 
ters amongſt Chriſtians, and the pratice of its ob. 
ſervance taken notice of by all who from the be- 
ginning have committed the Afﬀairs of Chriſtianity 
unto poſterity ; yet none of any ſort pretend to give 
it any original, but all mediately, or immediately 
referr it unto Chriſt himſelf, The obſervation then 
of this Day, Firſt, is an evident 7=daizinp, and a 
returnal unto thoſe Rudiments of the World, which 
the Apoſtle fo ſeverely cautioneth us againſt, 1 
know not how it is come to paſs, but ſo it is faln 
out, that the nearer 7«dai/m is unto an abſolute 
Abolition and Diſappearance, the more ſome ſeem 


Idolatry, we know that 7udaiſm # nothing in the 
world; ne ſuch thing as by ſome it is as 
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we hope, is in its approach. ' And yet, as was ſaid,

- It is apparent in the As and Epiſtles of the Apo- 

ti files, eſpecially chat ro the Hebrews, that ar the firſt 

Ui preaching of the Goſpel, there were very many 
e 7ews who came over to the faith and profeſſion of ic. 

-W Many of theſe continued zealous of the Law, and 

', would bring along with them all their 2Zoſaical In- 

f fitautions, which they chought were toabide in force 

-W for cver. In this weaknefs and miſ-apprehenfion, 

- they were forborn in the patience of God; and wiſ- 
-W domeof the Holy Ghoſt, guiding the Apoſtles and 
y BE Diſciples of Jeſus Chriſt, In this ſtate things conti- 

e nued unto the deſtruction of Hierr«ſalem and the 

YE Temple, when the chiefeit cauſe of their conteſts 
n was taken away, in the mean time they carried. 
a W therhſelves very variouſly, according to the various 
hl tempers of their 'minds. For it is apparent thac 
I ſome of them were not content chemſeives to be in- 
nW avlfedin their opinions and pradiices, but they en- 
e deavoured by all means to impoſe the obſervance of 
n the whole Moſaical Law on the Churches of the 
| Gentiles, Their Circamciſfon, their Sabbaths, 
fe their Feaſfts and Faſts, their Abſtinences from this or

n | ©. After the deſtruQion of Hiernſalem , City and 
X Temple, theſe profeſling 7ews fell into ſeyeral diſtin 
— Dd vayes; 
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wayes, | Some of them, whoas is probablc had de. 
ſpiſed the heavenly warning of leaving the place, 
took up their lot amongſt their unbelieving Brethren, 


relinquiſhing the profeſſion ofthe Goſpel which they 


had made, not it may be with any expre/s renuntia- 


tionof Chriſt, bur with a dif-regard of the Goſpel, . 


which brought them not thoſe good things they look- 
ed for , of which mind oſephus the Hiſtorian ſeems 


to be one, Theſe intime became a part of that 


Apoſtate brood which have fince continued in their 
enmity to the Goſpel, and into whoſe new and old 
ſuperltitions, they introduced ſundry cxftomes which 
they had learned among the Chriſtians, Some ab- 
ſolutely relinquiſhed their old 7adai/m, and com- 


pleatly incorporated with the new Gentile Church» + 
es, unto whom the promiſe and Covenant of Abra- 


ham was transferred and made oyer. Theſe were 
the genuine Diſciples of our great Apoſtle. Others 


continued their profeſſion of the Goſpel, bur yet 


ſill chought themſelves obliged unto the obſervation 
of the Law of Moſes, andall its inſtitutions. Here. 
upon they continued in a diſtin and ſeparate ſtate 
from the Believers and Churches of the Genziles, and 
that for ſome Apes, as ſome ſay to the dayes of 
Adrian, Theſeit may be were they whom Exſebi» 
out of FHegeſippms calls warbubais!, Alaſbothas, 
whom he reckons asa Se& of the Fews, H:ftor. lib. 
4:21. The 7ews call them NWN, that is, 
Sabbatarians, which muſt be from ſome obſervation 
of the Sabbath in a diſtin& manner, or for different 
Reaſons, from themſelves, Buxtorfe , and our 
lite learned Lexicographer, render N'MWD, by 
Sabbatarii, adding this explanation, ,2ui ſecundum 
Chriffs Doftrinam Sabbatum obſeruabant , by 2 

| miſtake 1 
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miſtake; Foras they are reckoned unto the Jews by 
Hegeſspprs, ſo thoſe who followed the Doctrine of 
Chriſt, did not Sabbatize with the Fews, nor were 
ever called Sabbatarians by them. There was in- 
deed a fort of perſons among the Samaritans who 
are called Sabxe;, whom Epiphanizs makes the third 
ſe& of them, But theſe were fo called without any 
reſpe&t unto a Sabbatical dbſervation, 'NY)Iv the 
?ewscall them, thatis Seprteniaris. from 13», un- 
leſs we ſhall think with Drs, that they were ſo 
denominated from Sebaia, who came along with 
Doſthai to ſettle the new Inhabitants of Samaris, 
Epiphanins ſayes no more of them, but that they 
obſerved the Feaſt of Pentecoſt in Autumn, and the 
Feaſt of — in the Spring, at the time of 
the Jews Paſſeover. But this pives no account why 
they ſhould be ſo called. Bur they got this appella- 
tion from their obſervation of every Day in the 
Week, between the Paſleoyer and the Pentecoſt, 
that is for ſeven weeks, which was the ſame with the 
ſecond Day in the Week of mileavened bread, 
whereon the Omer or Sheaf of firſt fruits was to be 
offered, But ro return, After this many of them 
coaleſced, and we hear no more of them. Inthe 
mean time as there were great diſputes and hears be- 
tween the differing parties, whileſt the occaſion of 
their difference continued, fo the Gentile Believers 
didin many things either condeſcend unto thoſe of 
the Circamts/on, or fell themſelves in liking with 
their obſervances, and received them into practice, 
Hence it was that they embraced the Paſchal ſolem- 
nity, with ſome other Fefivals, and allo in many 
places admitted the facredneſs of the ſeventh Day 
Sabbath, though Rill obſerving according to the in- 
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ſitution of Chriſt and his Apoſtles the Zords Day 
alſo. Andit is not improbable chat they might be 
induced the rather to continue theſe obſervations, 
that they might thereby give a- publick teſtimony of 
their faith agiinſt the Aarcionites, who began early 
co blaſpheme the Old Teſtament, and the God 
thereof, which blaſphemy they thought co condemn 
by this pratice. And hence in thoſe Writings 
which are falſly afcribed to the Apoſtles, but ſuited 
to thoſe times, Car. 66. and Conſtitar, lib. 7. cap, 
24+ the obſervation both of the Saturday and the 
Lords Day are enjoyned, 

Others of theſe -ws abour the ſame ſeaſon con- 
ſitured a ſeRt by themſelves, compounding a Religi- 
on out of the Law and Goſpel, with additions and 
interpretations of their own. Theſe fhe Ancients 
call Zbionites, Circumciſion with all che Sabbaths, 
Feaſts, and Rites of Moſes, they retained from the 
Law. That the Zfe/fah was come, and that Jeſus 
Chriſt was he, they admitted from the Goſpel , 


thathe was only a meer man, not God and man- in 


one perſon, they added of their own, yet in com- 
pliance with the ſenſe and expeRation of the corrupt 
and carnal part of the Church of the Fews, whereof 
originally they were. Ard this ſe& is thac which in 
a long tra& of time hath brought forth A7abs- 
mcraxiſme in the Eaſt. For the Religion of the 
Mabaumetans is nothing tut that of the Ebie- 
*ites , With a ſuper-addition of the intereſts and 
tanatical brain-(ick notigns of the /mpoſtor him- 
ſelf. 

And yer fo it is that ſome b:gin now to plead, 
that theſe Ebionites were the only true and genuine 
Beiievers 0f che Circumciſion in thoſe dayes. - Theſe, 
they 
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they ſay, and theſe alone, retained the DoQtrine 
preached by the Apoſtles to the Fews, for they were 
the ſame and no other with thoſe which were alſo 
called Nazarenes. Thus do the Socinians plead ex. 
preſly, and have contended for ic in ſundry Treati- 
ſes publiſhed co that purpoſe, This they do, ho- 
ping to obtain from thence ſome conntenance unto 
cheir impious Docrine about the perſon of Chriſt, 
wherein they agree with the Ebiozites, But asto 
their Sabbatizing with the ews, and the reſt of 
their ceremonial obſervances, they will have nothing 
codo with them, as not finding thoſe things ſuited 
nt their intereſt and deſign. But herein do they 
now begin to be followed by ſome amongour ſelves, 
who apparently fall in with them in ſandry things 
condemned by our Apoſtle, and on the account 
whereof they declined him, and reje&ted his Autho- 
rity, as others ſeem almoſt prepared to do, onother 
Reaſons not here to be mentioned, In particular 
ſome begin to Sabbatize with them, yea to outgo 
them, For Ebion and his followers, although they 
obſerved the ſeventh Day Sabbath with the Fews, 
yet they obſerved alſo the Lords Day with the Chri- 
ſtians, in honour of Jeſus Chriſt, as both Zaſehizes 
and Epiphania teſtifie ; mis weawis nuiegs nuily 
Te Tarangire, is willy Ts owTIEs dra din; TAS 


-They inlike manner with us obſerve the Lords Day, 


in remembrance of the ſaving Reſurriftion. How 
great a ſcandal theſe things are to Chriſtian Religion, 
how evidently tending to harden the Fewsin their in- 
fidelity is apparent unto all. For the introduction 
of any part of the old Afoſaical /yfteme of Ordinan- 
ces, is a facite denial of Chrilts being come in the 
fleſb, at leaſt of his beine the King, Lord, and Law- 
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giver of his Charch, And to lay the foundation of 


all Religious ſolemn Goſpel-worſhip in the obſerya- 
tion of 4 Day, which as ſach, as the ſeventh Day 
preciſely, hath no relation unto any natural or mo- 
ral precept, not inſtituted, not approved by Jeſus 
Chriſt, cannot but be unpleaſing to them who 
deſire to have their conſciences immediately in- 
fluenced by his Authority, in all their approaches 


unto God, But Chriſt is herein ſuppoſed to have 


built the whole fabrick of his worſhip on the 
foundation of Moſes, and to have graffed all 
his inſtitutions into a ſtock, that was not of his 
own planting. | 


Moreover it is evident that this opinion concerning 
the neceſſary obſervation of the ſeveuth Day Sab- 
bath, tends to the increaſing and perpetuating of 
ſchiſmes and differences amongſt the Diſciples of 
Chriſt; things in their own nature evil, and to be 
avoided by all lawfull wayes and means. It is known 
how many different opinions and pratices there are 
amongſt Profeſſors of the Goſpel. That they ſhould 
all be perfe&ly healed or taken away perhaps in this 
world, is not to be expeted. For the beſt know 
bat in part, and propheſie but in part. That eve 
good man, and genuine Diſciple of Chriſt ought to 
endeayour his utmoſt for their removal, none will 
deny, For if it be our duty fo far as it a poſſible, 
and as much as in we lyeth to live peaceably with all 
2%, in that peace which is the life of civil ſociety ; 
doubtleſs it is ſo much more to live ſo with all Be- 


ſievers, in 8 peaceable agreement in the worſhip of 


God, And therefore of all differences in judgemene 
which lead unto praRice, thoſe are the worſt - 
moore: yas oa ho 
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of the Lords-Day, 
moſt pernicious, which occaſion or draw after them 
any thing whereby men are hindred from joyning 
together in the ſame pwblick ſolemn worſhip, whereby 
they yield unto God that Revenue of his Glory 
which is due unto him in this world, And that many 
of theſe are found at this day, is not ſo much from 
the Nature of the things themſelves about which 
men differ, as from the weakneſs, prejudices, and 
corrupt affetions of them who are poſſeſſed with 
different Apprehenſions about them. But now upon 
a ſuppoſition of an Adherence by any unto the 
ſeventh day Sabbath, all Communion amongſt Pros 
feſlors in ſolemn Goſpel-Ordinances is rendred im- 
poſſible. For if thoſe of that perſwaſion, do expet

that orbers will be brought unto a relinquiſhment of 


an Evangelical obſervance of the Lords-day Sabbath, 
they will find themſelves miſtaken, The Evidence 


which they have of its Appointment, and the Expe- 


rience they have had of the preſence of God with 
them in its Religious Obſervation, will ſecure their 
Faith and PraRiſe in this matter. Themſelves on 
the other hand, ſuppoſing that they are obliged to 
meet for all ſolemn worſhip on the ſeventh day, 
(which the other account unwarrantable for them 
todo, on the pretence of any binding Law to that 
purpoſe ) and efteem it «»/awfu# to aſſemble Re- 
ligiouſly wich others on the firſt Day, on the Plea 
of an Evangelical warranty, they abſolutely cut off 
themſelves from all poſſibility of Communion in the 
Adminiſtration of Goſpel-Ordinances, with all other 


Churches of Chriſt. And whereas moſt other 


Breaches as to ſuch Communion, are in their own 
nature capable of healing, without a Renunciation of 
thoſe Principles in the minds of men, which ſeern to 
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give countenance unto them , the Diſtance is here 
made abſolutely irreparable, whilſt the Opinion 
mentioned is owned by any, I will preſs this no 
farther, but only by affirming, that perſons truely 


fearing the Lord, ought to be very carefull and 


jealous over their own underſtandings, before 


 \ they embrace an Opinion and Praqice, which 


will ſhur them up from a// viſible Communien, 
with che generality of the Saints of God in this 
World. | | 


We have ſeen the /zaft part of the inconyeniences 
that attend chis perſwaſion, and its praQtiſe ; nor do 
1 intend to mention all of them wh:ch readily offer 
themſelves to conſideratiov., One or two more may 
yet þe touched on, For thoſe by whom it is owned, 
do not only affirm that the Law of the ſeventh day 
Sabbath is abſolutely and univerſally in force, bur 
alſo that the Santion of it , in its penalty againſt 
Tranſpreſſors, is yet continued. This was, as is 
known, the Death of the effender by foning. So did 
God himſelf determine the Application of the Curſe 
of the Law, unto the breach of this Command, in 
the inſtance of the 9224 that gathered wood on that 
day, and was ſtoned by His diretion, Numb. 
15.35. Now the conſideration of this penalty, as 
expreſſive of the Czr/e of the Law, influenced the 
minds of the Jews into that bondage frame wherein 
they obſerved the Sabbath, And this alwayes pac 
them upon many. azxio#s arguings. how they might 
fatisfe-the Law in keeping the Day, ſo as not to 
incurr the penalty of its Tranſgreſſion, Her ce are 
che Queſtions among the Fes, no leſs endleſs than 
Fhaſe about cheir Gezealogics of old, abour om 
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work may be done, and what nor, how far they 
might 'journey on that day, which when they had 
with ſome indifferenc conſent reduced unto 2000 
Cubits, which they called a Sabbarh-dayes journey, 
yet where to begin their meaſure, from whac parc 
of the City where a man dwelt, from his own 
Houſe, or the Synagogue, or the Walls, or Subs 
urbs of it , they are not agreed. And the dread 
hereof was ſuch amongſt them of old, from the 
rigorous Juſtice wherewith ſuch Laws with ſuch pe- 
nalties were impoſed on them, that untill they had 
by common conſent in the beginning of the Rule of 
the Haſmonears, agreed to defend themſelves from 
their Enemies on that Day, they fate flill ip a negle& 
of the Law of Nature, requiring all men to look to 
their preſervation againſt open violence, and ſuffered 
chemſelves to be ſlain, to their ſatiety who choſe to 
afſaule them thereon. And certainly , it is the 
greateſt madnefs in the world, for a people to en- 
g1ge in War, that do not think it at leaſt Jawfull ar 
|| times to defend themſelves. And yet they /off 
their City afterwards by ſome influence from this 
Superſtition. And do men know what they do when 
they endeavour to introduce ſuch a Boxdage into 
the obſervance of Goſpel-worſhip, a yoke and bon- 
dage upon the Perſons and Spirits of men, which 
thoſe before 1 were not able to bear? Is it according 
co the mind of Chriſt, chat the Worſhip of God, 
which ought to be in Spirit and Truth, now under 
the Goſpel, ſhould be enforced on men by capital 
penalties ? And let men thus ſtate their Principles ; 
The ſeventh Day is to be kept precifely a Sabbath 
unto the Lord, by virtue of the Four:h Command- 
ment, for nor one Day in ſeyen, but the ſeventh Day 
_ | ie 
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it ſelf is rigorouſly and indiſpenſibly enjoyned unto 
a. _ that the Tranſgreſſion of this 
Law, not as to the Spiritual Worſhip to be obſerved 
on it, but as to every ontward Tranſgreſſion, by 
journeying or other bodily labour, is to be avenged 
with Death ; undoubtedly in the praRice of theſe 
Principles, beſides that oper contradiftios which they 
will fall into, unto the Spirit, Rule, and Word of che 
Goſpel, they will find themſelves in the ſame en- 
tanplements wherein the ews were and are, Andas 
the Caſes that may occur, about what may be done 
and what not, what Caſes of necefiity may interpoſe 
for relief, are not to be determined by privare per- 
ſons according to their own light and underſtanding, 
becauſe they have reſpe& unto the publick Law, but 
by them unto whom power # committed to judg2 
upon it, and to execute its penalty, ſo there will ſa 
many Caſes, and thoſe almoſt inexplicable, emerge 
hereon, as will render the whole Law an intolerable 
Burden unto Chriſtians, And what then is become of 
the /iberty wherewith Chriſt hath made us free? and 
wherein is the preheminence of the Spiritual Wor# 
ſhip of the Goſpel, above the Carnal Qrdinances of 
the Law? 


And this introduceth an Evil of no leſs hainous 
importance, than any of thoſe before enumerated. 
The preciſe obſervation of the ſeventh Day as ſuch, 
is undoubtedly no part of the Law, naturally moral. 
This we have ſufficiently proved before, as 1 ſup- 
poſe. That Law is written in the Hearts of Be- 


 lievers, by virtue of the Covenant of Grace, and 


ſtrength is adminiſtred thereby unto them for the 
due performance of che Duties that ic doth require. 
| | Nor 
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Nor is it an Inſtitution of the Goſpel ; none ever 

pretended it ſo to be, If there be not much 
againſt it in the New Teſtament, yet ſurely there 
is nothing for it. In the things that are fo, we 
have ground to expeRt the Aſſiſtance of the Spirit 
of Chriſt, to enable us for their righe obſeryation 
to the Glory. of God, and our own edification, or 
increaſe in Grace. Burt it is a meer Precept of the 
Old Law as ſuch. And what the Law ſpeaks, it 
ſpeaks unto them that are under the Law. In all 
its Precepts, xg-meriver, it exerciſeth a ſevere Do- 
3inion over the ſouls and conſciences of them that 
are under it. And we have no way to extricats 
our ſelves from under chat DomMKgo, bur by our 
being dead wnto its power and Authority as ſuch, 
through the Death of Chriſt, or an intereſt by 
Faith in the Benefits that chrough his fulfilling and 
ſatisfying the Law, do redound to the Church. 
But what is required of any one, under the notion 
of the formal and abſolute power of the Law, is 
to be performed in and by that ſpirit, which is ad-. * 
miniſtred by the Law, and the ſtrength which the 
Law affords; and this indeed is preat, as to con- 
viction of Sin; nothing at all, as un:o Obedience 
and Righteouſneſs. Do menintheſe things appeal 
unto the Law? unto the Law they muſt go. For 
I know not any thing that we can expe Aſſiſtance 
of Goſpel-Grace in or about, bat only thoſe things 
which are originaly moral, or ſuperadded unto 
them in the Goſpel ir ſelf; to neither of which 
Heads this obſervation of the ſeventh Day as ſuch 
can be referred. It is therefore a meer /egal Daty, 
properly ſo called, and in a bondage frame of 
Spirir , without any eſpecial aſſiſtance of Grace

> Of the” Lords- Day, 
it muſt be performed, And how little we are be- 
holding unto thoſe who would in any one inſtance 
reduce us from the /iberty of the Goſpel, unto bondage 
under the Law, our Apoſtle hath fo fully declared,

Truths, is to obtain ſach an 74:4 of them in our 
minds, as may dire& us unto a ſuitable prafice. 
Without this they are to us of no uſe, or of none 
that is good ; # 2190 quot. Knowledge without 
praQice puffeth, not bnildeth up. For as Auſtin 
ſpeaks with reference unto thoſe words, Cor. Faxſt. 
Has. lib. 15. cap. 8, Multa quibuſdam ſunt noxia, 
quamVvu non ſint mala. Things not evil, yea good in 
themſelyes, may be hartfull unto others. And no- 
thing is uſefull but as itis direRed to its proper End. 
This pra&ice is unto ſacred Truth, 


I confeſs our endeavours herein may ſeem leſs »e- 
ceſſary than in the —— Diſcourſes. For there 
are many 77eatiſes on this part of our preſent Sub- 
jet, extantin our own language, and in the hands 
of thoſe who eſteem themſelves concerned in theſe 
things, With ſome they meet indeed with no other 
entertainment, thanthe Poſs did that were ſent by 
Hezeh5ah through Ephraim, Manaſſeh and Zebulan, 
ro invite them unto the Paſſeover , they are /aughed 
toſcorn and mecked at, 2 Chron, 30. 10. But wiſ- 
dome is juſtified of her children. Unto ſome they 
are of greatuſe, and in great eſteem. And forthe 
moſt part inthe main of their deſign they do agree. 
So that the Trath in them is eſtabliſhed in the 
mouthes of waxy witneſſes, without danger of divi. 
ding the minds of men about it, Burt yet I cannot

And there are yet important Dire&ons for the right 


ſanQifying of the Name of God, in and by the due 
obſervance of a Day of ſacred Reft, which I have not 
taken notice to have been infifted on by others ; and 
whereas a due improvement may be expeRed of the 


peculiar principles before diſcuſſed, I ſhall go 


through this part of the Work alſo, 


Beſides, there are not a few complaints , and 
thoſe managed, at leaſt ſome of them, by Perſons of 
J ſobriety and learning, pretending alſo a realcare for 

the preſervation and due obſervance of all duties of 
Piety and Religion, that there hath been ſome exceſs 
in the DireRions of many given about the due fan- 
Rification of the Lords Day. And there is no ſmall 
danger of miſtakes on this hand, whileſt therein is a 
pretence of zeal and devotios to give them counte. 
nance; Of chis nature ſome men do judge ſome »5- 
goroxs preſcriptions to be, which have been given in 
this matter. And they ſay that a great diſadvantage 
unto Religion hath enſued hereon, For it is pre- 
tended that they are ſach as are beyond the conſt5ta- 
tion of humane nature to comply withall , of which 
kind God certainly requires nothing at our hands. 
Hence it is pleaded, that men finding themſelves no 
| wayable to come unto a ſatisfaRion, in anſwer unto 
the ſevere Dire41ons for duties, and the manner of 
their performance, which by ſome are rigorouſl 
reſcribed, have taken occaſion to ſeek for relief, 

y reje&ing the whole command ; which if duely in- 
terpreted in ſuch a condeſcen/ion as they were capable 
of a compliance withall, -chey would have adhered 

TS y unto, 
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unto. Onthis account men have found out yarioug 
inventions, to colour their wearine/s of that (tri 
courſe of duty which they were bound unto. | Hence 
have ſome taken upa plea, that every Day # torhem a 
Sabbath, that ſo they might not keep any. Some, 
thar there is no ſuch thing as a ſacred Reſt on any 
Day, required of us by che Authority of Chriſt, 
and therefore that all DireRions for the maxver of 
the obſervance of ſucha Day, are to no purpoſe. 
And many by degrees have declined from that fri&. 
eſs, which they could not come upuntoa delight 
in, untill they have utterly loſt all ſenſe of daty 0. 
wards God in this matter, And theſe things are 
true, 'only the Reaſons of chem are not agreed 
on. | 


Andin things of this nature thoſe who are called 
to the inſtruction of others, are carefully to avoid 
Extreams, For he,that condemns the righteom, 
and he that juſtifieth the Wicked, are both of them an 
abomination to the Lord, And ſeveral Inſtances there 
are of the miſcarriages of men onthe one hand and 
the other. On the one, lay the fin of the Phari- 
(ces of old. When they had. gotren che pretence of a ' 
command, they would burden it wich ſo many rigid 
obſervances, in the manner of its periormance, 8s 
ſhould mike it a yoke zxtolerable to their Diſciples; 
getting themſelves the reputation of ſtri& obſervers 
of the Law, Butin truth they were not ſo wanting 
unto their own eaſe and intereſt, as not to provide 
a ſecret diſpenſation for themſelves. They would 
ſcarce put a finger £0 the burdens which they bound 
and laid on the ſhoulders of others. And this is the 
condition of all almoſt that hath an appearance of 

| Religion 
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cation, others may fall into unadviſedly, who are 
free from their hypocriſie. They may charge and 
preſs both. their own conſciences, and other mens, 
above and beyond what'God hath appointed. And 
this they may do with a ſincere intention to promote 
Keiigion and Holineſs amorgſt men, by engaging 
them into the ſtrifeft wayes of the profeſſion of ir. 
Now in the Directions of the conſciences of men' 
about their duties to God, this is carefully to he 
avoided. For Peace is only to be obtainedin keep- 
ing ſteady and even to theRule. To tranſgreſs on 
the 7474t hand whatever the pretence be, isto lye for 
God, which will not be accepted with bim, 


.' On the other hand there lyeth a rock of far greater 
danger, Ard this confiſts in the accommodation of 
the Laws, Precepts and Inſtitutions of God, unto 
the luſts, with the preſent courſes and praQices of 
men. This evil we have had exemplified in ſome of 
late, no leſs conſpicuouſly than the fore-mentioned 
was inthem.of old. . A myfery of inignity unto this 
was hath been diſcovered not long ſince, and 

rought forth to light, tending to. the utter debar- 
chery of the conſciences and lives of men, Andin it 
[yes the great contrivance; whereby the famous: & 
of the 7e/xits have prevailed on the minds of many, 
eſpecially of Porentates and great men. in the earth; 
ſo asto pet into their hands the conduR of the moſt 
important affairs of Europe. .And this abominati- 
on, asitis known, hath lately been laid open by the 
diligence of ſome, in whom -at once concurred a 
commendable care of Chriſtian Aorality, and. an 
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Religion or Devotion in, the. Papacy.. And a fault 
. of the fame nature, though nor ot (o ſignal a proyo. 
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higb provocation in other things, by them who en- 
deavoured tocorrupt ir. . A ſearch hath been made 
inco' the Writings which that ſort of #:en have pub- 
liſhed, for the DireRion of the conſciences'of menin 
the praice of moral dntics, or unto their Difciples, 
for cheir guidance upon confeſſions. 'And a man 
may fay of the diſcovery, what the Poet faid upon 
the opening of the Houſe of Cacr : |

 Sucha loathſome appearance of vizards and pre- 
zexces for the extenuatinp of ſin, and countenancing 
of menin the praQice of it, was never before repre 
ſented unto the eyes of men. The main of their de- 
fignas' is now manifeſt, hath been ſo to interpret 
Scripture-Laws, Rules and Precepts, as tO accomme= 
date them all to that courſe of corrupt converſation, 
which prevaileth generally in the world, evenamong 
them who are called Chriſtians. 


Gratum opus Agricolr. 


A Work exceeding acceptable and obſiging to all 
forts of men, who if not given up to open Athes/wr, 
would rejoyce in nothing more, than in a reconcilis 
ation between the Rate of their conſciences and their 
I»fs, that they mipht fin freely without trouble or 
. remorſe, Tothisend haying learned the inclinati- 
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ons and temptations of men from their privaze:confeſ- 
ſons, and unding it athing neither poſib/e.init ſelf, 
nor at all conducting to their own intereſt; - toendeg. 
vour- their. Reformation by, and recovery untothe 
fixed fable Rule of Truth and Duty, they bave by 
their falſe glofſes, ſubtle diffinitions, and retined 
imaginations, made it to jullifie and countenance 
them in the highett abominations, and in wayes 
le:ding conſtantly to the praice of them. And 
there is nothing in their whole courſe, which fairh- 
full interpreters of the mind of God ought morecare-. 
tully co avoid, thin afalling inany inſtances intothar 
evil, which theſe men have made ir their deſign to 
romote and purſue. The /or/d indeed ſeems to 
” weary of the juſt, righteous, holy wayesof God 
and of that exaQneſs in walking according to his in- 
ſticutions and commands, which-ic will be one day 
known thacthe doth require. But the way to put a 
op co. thisdeclenſion, is not by accommodating the 
commands of God to the corrupt courſes and wayes 
of men, The Truthsof God, and the Holinefs of 
his Precepts, -muſt be pleaded aid defended, though 
the World diſlike them here, and periſh hereafter. 
His Law muſt not be made to /acquey after the wills 
of men, nor be diſſolved by vaia interpretations, 
becauſe they - complain they canner, indeed becauſe 
they will not comply wich it. Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
came not ts deſtroy the Law and the Prophets, but to 
fulfill chem, and to ſupply men with ſpiritual 
ftrengtbto fulfill them alſo. Itis evil ro break the /caft 
Commandement, but there isa great aggravation of 
that evil in them that ſhall :each wes ſoro do, And 
this cannot be done, but by giving ſuch Expoptions 
of them, as by virtue whereof, men may think 
YE BS 2 | chem- 
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themſelyes freed from an obligation unto that obe- 
dience, which indeed they do require, Wherefore 
though ſome ſhould ſiy now as they did of old con- 
cerning any command of God, Behold What a wear i- 
weſs it 15? and what profit i it to. keep his Ordinances ? 
yet the Law of God is notto be changed to give 
them relief, We arethercfore in this matter to have 
no conſideration of the preſent courſe of the world, 
ner of the Wearine/s of profefſers in the wayes of ſtrict 
obedience. The ſacred Truth and Willot Godin all 
= commands is ſingly and ſincerely to be enquired 
after,

And yetI will not deny but that there have been 
ard are miſtakes in this matter, leaning towards the 
other extream. DireQions have been given , and 
that not by a few, for the obſervation of a Day of 
Holy Reft, which either for the matter of chem or 
the manner preſcribed, have had no ſufficient war- 
rant or foundation in the Scripture, For whereas 
ſome have made no diſtintion between the Sabbath 
as oral, and as Meſaical, unleſs it be meerly in 
the change of the Day, they have endeavoured to in- 


 froduce the whole praice required onthe latter into 


the Zords Day. But we have already ſhewed that 
there were ſundry addirions made unto the eom- 
rand, as to the manner of its obſervaxce, in its 2C- 
commodation unto the Heſaical Pedagegie; be» 
ſides that the whole required a frame of ſpirit ſuited 
thereunto. Others again haye colleted whatever 
they could think of, that is good, piozes, and »/efwll in 
the practice of Religion, and preſcribed it all in a 
mulcitude of inſtances, as neceſſary co the ſc ;fica- 
ron Of this Day ; fo that a man caa ſcarcelyin ſi» 
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Dajesread over all the duties that are propoſed tobe 
vbſerved on the ſevench. And ir hath been alſo no 
{mall mi!tzke, that men have laboured moreto mul- 
tiply Direflions about external duties, giving them 
out as it wece by number or tale, than to dire the 
mind or inxyard min, in and umo a due performance 
of the whole duty of the ſanR:fication of the Day,

[c is not in my deſign to inſiſt upon any thing that 
is in controverſie amongſt Perſons learned and ſober, 
Nor will I now extend this Diſcourſe unto a particu- 
lar conſideration of theeſpecial daties required inthe 
ſanQification or ſervices of this Day. But whereas 
all ſorts of men, who wiſh well ro the furtherance 
and promotion of Piety and Religion in the World, 
on what Reaſons or foundations ſoever they judge 
rhat this Day ought to be obſerved an holy Reſt to the 
Lord, doapreethat there is a great ſinſull negle of 
the due obſervation of it, as may be ſeenin the Wri- 
tings of ſome of the principal of thoſe who cannot 
orant unto it an immediate divine Inſtitution; I 


* ſhill give ſuch Rules and general DireRions about it, 


asa du: application whereof will give ſufficient gui- 
dancein the whole of our duty therein. 


It may ſeem to ſome neceſſary,. that ſomething 
| ſhould 
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ſhould be premiſed concerning the we:fure or cont;- 
»1uance Of the Day to be ſet apart unto an Holy Reſt 
unto the Lord,” But it being a matter of conrroverfe, 
andto me on theReaſons to be mentioned afterwards, 
of no great importance, 1 ſhill nor inſiſt upon they 
examination of it, but only give my judgement ina 
word concerning it. ' Some contend that it isa »ars. 
ral Day, conſitiing of 24 hours, beginning with the 
evening of the preceding Day, and ending with. the 
ſame of its 6wn. Andaccordingly fo was the © hurch 
of 7ſrael direted, Lev,23. 32. From even unto 
even ſhall you celebrate yoar Sabbath ;, although that 
Coth not ſeem to be a general DireRion for the ob- 
{:rvation of the zeekly Sabbath, but to regard only 
that particular extraordinary Sabbath , which was 
thus inſtituted ; namely the Day of Atenement on 
the tenth Day of the ſeventh moneth, verl. 27. 
However ſuppoſe ic to belong alſo untothe weekly 
Sabbath, it is evidently an addition unto the com- 
mand particularly ſuited unto the Xoſaical Pedags- 
gie, that the Day mightcomprize the Sacrifice of the 
preceding evening in the ſervices of it, from anobe- 
dience whereunto' we are freed by the Goſpel, Nei- 
ther can I ſubſcribe unto this opinion; and that be. 
cauſe, (1) In thedeſcription and limitation of the 
firſt original /even Dayes, it is ſaid of each of the ſix 
that it was conſtituted of an evening and a morning ; 
but of the Day of Reff there is no fach deſcription; 
it is only called the ſeventh Day, without ahy aſlige 
nation of the preceding evening unto it, (2) A 
Day of Reft according to Rules of natural equity, 
ought to be proportioned unto a Day of work or la. 
bour, which God hath granted unto us for our own 
ug, Now this is to be reckoned irom morning to 
gr ; Fe , evenznpg, 
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evening , Plal. 104. 20, 21922,23. Thon make 
darkneſs and it is night, wherein all the Beafts of the 
foreſt do creep, ( from whoſe yelling the Night. hath 
Irs name in. the Hebrew Tongue. ) The young Lions 
. rear after their prey, and ſeck their meat from God, 
The $un riſcth, they gather themſelves together, and 
lay them down in their dens. Aſan goeth forth to his 
'work and hu labour untill the evening. The Day of 
labour is from the removeal of darkneſs and the »iphe, 
by the light of the Sun, antill the return of them 
agiin; which allowing for the alterations of the Day 
in the ſeveral ſeiſons of the year, ſeems to be the juſt 
meiſure of or Day of Reſt. (3) Our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſtwho in his Reſurreion gave beginning and 
being £0 the eſpecial Day of Holy Reſt under the Go- 
ſpel, roſe not untill the morning of the firſt Pay of 
the Week, when the beamings of the light of the Sun 
began co difpel the darkneſsoti the night; or when it 
dawned towards day, as it is variouſly expreſſed by 


the Evanreliſts, This with me, determines this - 


whole matter, (4) Meer Ceſſation from labour in 
the night, ſeems to have no place in the fpiritual 
Reſt of the Goſpel to be expreſſed on this Day , nor 
to be by any thing diſtinguiſhed from the night of 
other Dayes of the Week, (5) Suppoſing Chrifti- 
ans under the obligation of the DireRion piven by 
Moſes before-mentioned, and ic may entangle them 
in the anxious, ſcrupulous intrigues which che Jews 
are ſubje& unto, about the beginning of the evening 
it ſelf, about which their greateſt Maſters are at va- 
riance, which things belopps not to the Occomomy of 
the Goſpel. Upon the le matter, IT am inclina- 
ble to judge, and do ſo, that the obſeryation of the

dread and terrorof it. Hence the Apoſtle tells us 
that: Afonnt Sinai gendered unto bondage, Gal. 4. 34: 
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on. / And herein lyes the ſpring of the accormoda- 
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that. is, . the Law as given thereon, brought the Peo-+ 
ple. into.a ſpiritually ſeryile ſtate, wherein although . 
feeretly on the account of the Ends of the Coven int + 
they were children and heirs, yer rhey differed nothing 
from ſervants, Chap, 4. 1, 3. 

Secondly, The renovation and re inforcement of 
the old Covenaxt, with the prowiſes and threatnings 
of it, which was to be uponthem during the continu- 
ance Of that ſtate and condition. And alcbough the 
Law had a ew V/e and End now piven unto it, yet 
they were ſo ih the dark, andthe propoſs! of them 
attended with ſo great an obſcuricy, that they could 
not clearly look into the comfort and liberty finally 
intended therein, For the Law made nothing per- 
feft, and what was of Graceinthe adminiſtration of 
it, was fo veiled with Types, Ceremonies, and ſhi- 
dows, that they could »or ſee into the End of the things 
that were to be done away, 2 COr. 3.13, 

Thirdly, The ſanQion of the Law &y death en- 
creaſed their bondage. For as this in it ſelf was a 
error unto them in their ſervices, ſo it was expreſ- 
five, andarepreſentation of the original curſe of the 
whole Law, Gal. 3.-13. And hereby were they 
greatly awed and terrified, although ſome of them 

y eſpecial Grace were enabled to delight themſelves 
5n God and his Qrdinances, 
* Andintheſe things was adminſired a /pirit of box- 
dage unto fear, which by the Apoſtle is oppoſed to 
the ſpirit of Adoption, Wherehy we cry Abba Father, 
Rom, 8. 15. Which, where it is, there is /iberry , 
where the ſpeci of the Lord s there # liberty, 23 Cor. 
3. 17, and there only. And therefore alchough they 


þoaſted that they were the children of Abrabam, and 
on that. reaſon free and neyer in bondage ; yet opr 
ales 10 a (Re Saviour 
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$:yiour lets them” know, that whatever they pre- 
rended, they were not free «ntill the Son ſhould make ' 
them ſo. And from theſe things aroſe thoſe intu- - 
merable, anxious fcrupuloſities which were upon 
them in the obſervation of thi Day, accompanied 
with the ſevere nature of thoſe Additions in its obſer- 
*ation, which were made unto the Law of ir, as ap- 
propriated unto them for a ſeaſon, 

Now all theſe things we are freed from under the 
Goſpel. For, 

(' ) Weare not now brought to receive the Law 
from Monnt Sinai, but arecome unto Afonrt Sion, 
So the Apoltle at large, Heb. 12. 18, 19, 20,21, 
22,23, 24. For ye are not come unto the Atount that 
might be tonched ; ( that 'is, which »aturalty might 
be ſo by mens hands, though morally the touching of 
it was forbidden) and that burned with fire, nor anto 
blackneſs, and darkneſs, and tempeſt. And the ſound 
if a Trumpet, and a voice of words, which they that 
heard entreated that the Word ſhould not be [Poke unto 
them any more; for they could not endure that which 
was Commandrd, and if ſo much as a Beaſt tonch the 
Mountain it ſhall be ftoned or thruft through with a 
dirt. And ſo terrible was the ſight, that Moſes 
ſaid, I exceedingly fear and quake , which it ſeems 
were the words he uſed, where it is on this occaſion 
faid of him, And Moſes ſpake, but nothing is added 
of what he ſaid, Exod. 19 19, - which things are in- 
ſiſted on by him to ſhew the Grownds of that bon- 
dage which the People were in under the Law, 
whereunto he addes, Byt you are come to Monnt Si- 
on, unto the City of th: living God, the heavenly Hie- 
raſalem ; Hieruſalem that is above, which « free, 
which is the mother of®»4 all, Gal. 4.26. That is, 
DET we 
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we receive the Law of our Obedience from Je/4 
Chrifft, who ſpzaks from Heaven, to be obſeryed 
with aſpirit of libercy. 

(2) The 01d Covenant is now abſolutely aboliſh- 
ed, noris the remembrance of it any way revived, 
Heb. 8. 13. It hath no influence into, nor upon the 
minds of Believers, They are taken into a Coveninc 
full of Grace, Joy and Peace For the Law was gi- 
wer by Moſes but Grace and Truth came by 7eſu 
Ghrift, Tok. 1. 17. 

(3 ) Inthis Covenant they receive the Sps»:r of 
Chriſt ; »r Adoption to ſerve God without /. gal fear, 
Luk, 1.74. Rom.8. 15. Gal.4.6, And there 1s 
not any thing more inſiſted on in the Goſpel, as the 
principal privil:dge thereof. It is indeed nothing 
co have liberty in the 9/0rd and Ryle, unleis we have 
it in the Sp:;ric and Principle, And hereby are we 
delivered from that anxious ſolicitude about parrticu- 
lar inſtances in outward duties, which was a great 
part of the yoke of the People of old, For, Pd 

(: ) Hence we may in all our duties logkh o» God as 
a Father. By the Spiric of his Son, we tay inchem 
allcry Abba Father, For through Chriſt we b.cve a» 
acceſs in one Spirit uxto tho Father, Ephel. 2. :8. 
To God as a Father, as one that will not a/wayes 
chide ; that doth net watch our ſteps for our hurt, 
but-remembreth that we are but duſf, One who 
tyeth us not up co rigid exacneſs in Sutward things, 
whileſt we a& inan holy ſpirit of filial obedience as his 
ſons or children. And there is great difference be- 
tween the duties of ſervants and children; neither 
hath a Father the ſame meaſure of them. The con- 

ſideration hereof, regulated by the general Roles of 
the Scripture, will reſolve a thoufand offuch ſcrapies 
as

2) Hence we come to know that- he. will be 
worſhipped in ſpirit and is trath. Therefore he 
more minds the :nward frame of our hearts where- 
with we ſerve him, than the meer performance of 
outward duties, which are alone ſo far accepted with 
him, as they are. expreſſions and demonſtrations 
thereof, If then, in the obſervation of this Day, 
our hearts are /ixg/e and ſincere in our aims at his 
Glory with delight, it is of more price with him 
than the moſt rigid obſeryation of outward duties, 
by number and meaſure. 

(3) Therefore the mindsof Believers are no more 
influenced unto this duty by the car/e of the Law, 
and the terror thereof, as repreſented in the threat- 
ned penalty of death. The Authority and Love of 
Jeſus Chrift arethe principal cavſes of our Obedi- 
ence. , Hence our main duty lyerh inan endeavour te 
get ſpiritual joy and delight inthe ſervices of this Day; 
which are the eſpecial effes of ſpiritual liberty, 
Sothe Prophet requires, that we ſhould call the Fab- 
bath onr delight, holy and honourable of the Lord, 
Ifa. 58.13. As alſo, that on the other ſide we 
ſhould not do o#r own pleaſare , ner do car own 


Wajes, nor find our own pleaſure, nor ſpeak our own 


Words, And theſe Cautions ſeem to regard the Sab- 
bath abfolutely, and notas 7edaica/. But I much 
queſtion whether they have not in the interpretation 
of ſome, been extended beyond their original inten= 


. tion, Forthe true meaning of them is no more but 


this; that we ſhould ſo delight our ſelves in the ord 
en his/haly Day, as that being expreſly forbidden 
our 4/zal lehowr, we ſhould aot need for mee 

j Ho atls- 
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+ fatisfation in our duties, x0 turn aſideunto owrows 
Pleaſures, andvain wayes, which are only our own, 
co ſpend our time, and paſs over the Sabbath, a 
thipg complained of by many ; whence ſin and $a- 
tan bave been more feryed on this Day, than on a// 
the Dayes of the pyeek beſide, But I no way think, 
that bere is a reſtraint laid on us from ſuch ors, 
Wayes, and works, as neither binder. the pertor- 
mance of any religious duties belonging to the due 
celebration of the worſhip of God onthe Day, nor 
areaptin themſelves to xrframe our ſpirits, ordivert 
our affections from them. And thoſe whoſe minds 
are fixed in a /pirit of /5verty to glorifie God in and 
by this Day of Reſt, ſeeking after Communion witti 
him in the wayes of his worſhip, will be nnto chem- 
ſelves a better Rule for. their Words and Actions; 
than thoſe who may aim to reckon over all.they.do 
or ſay, which may be done in ſuch a manner, ast9 
become the ?udaical Sabbath, much more then the 
Lords-Day. KH 


Thirdly, Be ſare to bring good and right Principles 
ano the performance of the duty of keeping a Day of 
Reſt holy unto the Lord, Some of theſe I thall name, 
as confirmed expreſly i», or drawa evidently from 
the preceding Diſcourſes, | 

1. Remember that there # a weekly Reſt, or an holy 
Reſt of one Day in the week, due tothe ſolemn Work of 
£lorifying God as God. Remember the Sabbath to 
keep it holy, We have had a Week unto our own 
occafions, or we have a proſpeB# of a Week in the pa= 
tience of God for them, Let us Remember that God 
puts in for /ome 7 ime with us. Allis not our own, 
Weare not our own Lords, Some time ny 

aye 
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J have ro himſelf from all that own hins in the World. 
J Ardchisisthart Time, ſeaſon, or Day. Heefſteentis 
not” himfelf 2cknowledged, nor bis Soveraignty 
owned in the World; without ir. And therefore 
this Day of Reſt he required; the firf Day as it were 
that the world ſtood upon its legs ; hath done fo all 
along, and willdo fo to the /aft Day of its duration, 
When he had made a)l chings, and ſaw that they 
were good, and was refreſhed in them, he required 
that we ſhould own and acknowledge his Goodneſs 
and Power therein. This duty we owe to God, 
as God + 
''(2) That God appointed this Day, to tearh ue, that 
## he reſted therein, ſo we ſhould ſeth after ReFt in him 
here, and lock on this Day as 4 page of eternal Reſt 
With him hereafter. So was it from the beginning. 
This was the End of the appointment of this Day. 
Now our Reſt in God in general conſiſts in two 
things ': (1) In our Apprebation of the Works of 
God, and the Law of our Obedience, with the Co- 
venant of God thereon. Theſe things are expreſ- 
ſive of, and do repreſent unto us the Goodneſs, 
Righteouſneſs, Holineſs , Faithfulneſs , and Power 
of God. For theſe, and with reſpe& unto them, 
trewe to give Glory to him. What God reſtsin, 
berequires that through it, we ſhould ſeek for or 
Reſt in him, As this was the duty of man in [/rxccen- 
ty, and under the Law, fo it is ours now much more, 
For God hath now more eminently and gloriovſly 
unveiled and diſplayed the Excellencies of his Na- 
tute, and the Comnſels of his wiſdeme, in and by 
Jeſus Chriſt, than he had done under the firſt Coves» 
nant, 'And this ſhould work us to a greater and 
more holy admiration ofthem, For if we are to ac-

in him, and leacs us to the fu4 enjoyment of him, 
This is a Day of Reſt; bur we cannor Reſt ina Day, 
nor any thing that a Day can afford; only it is ap 


help and means of bringing us to Reſt -in God, | 
Without this deſign, all our Obſervation of & $ab- | 


bath is of no uſe nor advantage. Nothing will thence 


redound to the Glory of God, nor the benefit of 


our own ſouls, And this they may do well to con: 
ſider who plead for the obſeryation of the ſeventh 
Day preciſely. For they do profeſs thereby that 
they ſeek for Reſt in God, according to the renor of 


the firff Covenant, That they approve of, and that | 


they look ( by that profeſſion ) to be brought -to 


Reſt by; though really, and on other Principles, | 


they do otherwiſe. Whatever then be the Cove. 
nant wherein we walk wh God, the great Prindi- 
ple which is to guide us in the holy obſervation of 
this Day, is, that wecelebrate the Reſt of God in thgt 
Covenant, approve of it, rejoyce in it, and labour 
to be partakers of it, whereof the Day it ſelf is given 
usas a pledge. We muſt therefore, _ _ 

. (3) Remember, that we have loft our original

And hence we 
may know, thar it is invain for usto lay hold cf tlic 


ſeventh Day again , which is but an Atterope to

\kept-out;by a Flamng Sword, For although it was ' 


made-uſe of 25 a 7ype and adow under the Law 2 


yet to-us.who mult live on the ſubſtance of things, 
or not at all, it cannot be poſſeſſed with robbery, 


and js of no uſe when attained. For, we are to 


remember, 


:(4)- Fhat the Reſt in God, and with Grd; which 
we now-ſeck. after, enter into, and celebrate the pledge 
of, wſing the means for the farther enjoyment of it, 
i the obſervation of this Day, ts a Reſt by a Recovery, 
by: a Reparation in Feſws Chrift. There is now, a 
new Reft of God, and a new Reft for us in God. 
God now Refis, ard is refreſhed in Chriſt, in his. 
Perſon, in his works, in his Law, in the Covenant 
of Grace in him, in all theſe things is his ſo! wel! 
pleaſed. He is the Brightneſs of his Glory, and the 
expreſs Image of hu Perſon, making a far moreglo.. 
rions Repreſentation of him, than did the works of 
Creation of old, which yet he hid fefr ſuch im- 
preſſions of his Goodnefbs, Power and Wiſdom upon, 
as that he Refted in them, was refreſhed. on them; 
and appointed a'Day for man to Reſt in his Appro- 
bation of them, and giving Glory to him for them. 
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How 'mnch more isit fo with him, with reſpe& unto 
this gloriows Image of the inviſible God, This he 
now dealech with us in; For as of old, he com- 
manded light to ſoine ont of darkneſs, whereby we 
might ſee and behold his Glory which he had im- 
planted, and was implanting on the work of bis hands, 
ſo now he ſvixes into or hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of his Glory, tm the face of Fefws Chriſt, 
2 Cor. 4.6. That is, enableth us to behold all the 
excellencies of his nature, made manifeſt in the perſon 
and works of Jeſus Chriſt. The way alfo of _ 
ing then; unto him, through Chriſt, who had by fin 
come ſhort of his Glory, is that which he approveth of, 
is deliphted with, and reſtethin, giving as a pledpe 
thereof in this Day of Reff.

firſt Covenant. But now the immediate Foundation 
of our Reſt on the Lords-day, is the Lords Reſt, 
the Reſt of Chriſt, when upon his Reſarreftion he 
ceaſed from hiz-works, as God did from his ow, 
This gives gre dren and encouragement in-the 
ducy of obſerving this Day aright, Faith truely 
exerciſed in bringing the Soul into an aRtual ſub- 
je&tion unco the AutFhricy of Thriſt in the obſer- 
yvance of this Day, and direing the thoughts unts 
a contemplation of the Reſt that he entred into after 
his works, with the Ref that he hath procured for 
' us to enter into with him, doth more thereby to- 
wards the trac San#ification of this Day, than all 
oatward Duties can do, performed with a legil 
Sririr, when men are in bondage unto the Com- 
rand as taughr to them, and dare not do otherwiſe; 
God in ſeveral places inſtructs the 7/raelites, what 
account they ſhall give unto cheir Children con- 
cerning their obſervation of ſundry Rites and Cere- 
monies that he had inſtituted in his Worſhip, 


Exod. 13. 14. And it fall be when thy ſon acheth | 


thee in time to come, ſaying, What ts this ? that thou 
ſhalt ſay nnto him, By ſtrength of hand the Lord 
brought us out of the Land of Egypt, &c. It was in 
remembrance of ſach works of God amongſt them, 
whereof thoſe Rites were 2 Token and Repreſen- 
tation, And we have here a ſpecial obſeryance int 
the Worſhip of God ; what aeconnt can we give 
Fiz unto

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unto our ſelves, and our Children, concerning our 
obſeryation of this Day Holy unto the Lord > Muſt 
we not ſay, nay may we not do ſo with joy and 
rejoycing, That whereas we were loft and undone 
by fin, excluded ont of the Reſt of God, ſo far as that 
the Law of the obſervation of the outward pledge of it, 
being attended with the Curſt, was a burden and no 
relief unto us; onr Lord feſus Chriſt the Son of God 
:indertock a great work to make peace for mw, to re- 
deem and ſave ws; avd when he had ſo done, and 
finiſhed his work, , even the erefling of the new 
Heavens and new Earth wherein dwelleth Righte- 
onſneſs, he entred into his Reft , and thereby made 
known unto 4, that we ſhould keep this Day as a day 
of an Holy Reſt unto him; and as a pleage that we 
have ,again given unto #s, an entrance into Reſt 
with God. | 
(6) We arethen to Remember, that chi Day i 
a pledge of our eternal Reft with God, This is that 
whereunto theſe things do trend, For therein will 
God glorifie himſelf inche full accompliſhment of his 
Sreat deſign, ia all bis Works of Power and Grace. 
And this is that which ultimately we aim at. Wedo 
at beſt in this World but enter into the Reſt of God, 
the full exjcyment Of it is reſerved for Eternity. 
Hence that is uſually called our everlafting Sab- 
bath; as that ſtate wherein we ſhall alwayes 
Reſt with God, and alwayes give Glory® unto 
hin. And this Day is a pledge hereof on ſundry 
accounts , | 
(71) Becauſe thereon, God as it were cateth 2 
ade out of the World, unto an immediate converſe 
with himſelf, J1/-ael never had a more dreadfull 
Day, than when they were called out of cheir Tents, 
from 
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from their occaſions, and all worldly concerns, 
m1" n7P?, in occurſum Jehove, tO a meetin 

with the Lord, Exod, 19, God called them aſide to 
meet and converſe with him. But ic was unto 
Mount Sinai that he called them ,; which was alto- 
gether on 4 /mak, becauſe the Lord deſcended in 
fire, verſ. 18, Hence although they had been pre- 
paring themſelves for it ſundry Dayes, they were 
not able co bear the terror oft Gods approach unto 
them. But under the Goſpel, we are chis Day call- 
ed out of the World, and off from our occaſions, to 
converſe with God, to meet him at Afonnt Sim, 
HeB. 12. Here he doth not give us a fiery Law, 
but a graciows Goſpel, doth not conyerſe us with 
T bunder and Lightning , but with the ſweet 1 
vi3ce of mercy in Jeſus Chriſt, Andas thisrequireth 
due thoughts of heart in us to prepare us for it; ſo 
itisin it ſelf a great and unſpeakable Priviledpe, pur- 
chaſed for us by Chriſt, And herein have we a 
pledge of Reft with God above, when he ſhall call us 
off from all Relations, all occaſions of life, all our 
Intereſts and Concerns in this World, and eternally 
ſet us apart unto himſelf. . And undoubtedly that ic 
may be ſuch a pledge unto us, it is our duty to take 
off our minds and ſouls, as far as we are able, from 
all occe/ſjovs of life, and buſineſſes: of this World, 
that we - may walk, with God alone on this Day. 
Some indeed do think this a great bondage. Butſo 
far as they do ſo, and fo faras they find ir ſo, they 
have no i»tereF in this matter, Wedo acknowledge 
that there are weakneſſes attending the outward 
man, throuph the frailty and imbecilliry of our »a- 
tures, and therefore have before rejected all rigid, 
tireſome ſervices. And I do acknowledge that there

duty. Burhewho really judgeth in his mind, and 
whoſe practice is influenced and regulated by rhar 
judgement, that the ſegregation of 4 Day from the 
7orld,. and the occaſions of it, and a ſeceflion unto 
communion with God thereon, is grievons , and 
burdenſome, and that which God doth not require, 
nor is uſefull co us, muſt be looked on as a ſtranger 
unto theſethings.

© Theſe are ſome of the Rales which we are to have 
a reſpe unto in our obſervation of this Day. A 
due application of them unto particular occaſions and 
emergencies, will guide us thrqugh the difficulties of 
them, Therefore did I chooſe rather to lay them 
thus down in general, than to inſiſt on the determi- 
nation of particalar Caſes, which when we have 
done all, muſt be reſolved into them, according to 
the light and underſtanding of them who are particy- 
farly concerned, 


It remains that we offer ſome DireRions, as to 


" the daties themſelves, wherein the ſanRification of 


chis Day doth conſiſt, And this I ſhall do briefly, 
[t hatly been done already at large by others , ſo as 
chat from thence they have taken occaſion to handle 
the ature of af the Religiores duties, with the whole 
manner of their performance, which belong to the 
ſervice of this.

' hathan equal ſharein prophanenefs, wich all other 
parts of their lives. But we treat of thoſe who in, 
general makeit their deſign to /ive anto God, _ The: 
greateſt part of theſe I do ſuppoſe to be en in- 
duſtriouſly, in ſome Ca#ixg or courſe of life, . And 
theſethings are apt to fill their minds, as well as to 
take uptheir time, and much to conform them co, 
their own likeneſs, Much converſe with the world, 
is apt to beget a worldly frame in men, and earthly 
things will caint the mind with earthlynefs. And 
although ic be our duty, in all our ſecular occaſions 
alſo, to live to God, and whether we eat or drink todo 
all things unto his Glory ;, yetthey are apt to unframe 
the 'mind, ſo as to make it unready unto Spiritual 
things, and Heavenly contemplations, There is a 
Command indeed that we ſhould pray always ; 
which at leaſt requires of us, a readineſs of mind. 
to lay bold of all occaſions and opporcunities for 
prayer ; .yet none will deny, but that there is great - 
advantage in a dwe preparation for that, and all other- 
Duties of Religion. To empty therefore and purge 
our minds of ſecular earthly buſineſſes , deſigns, 
projections, accounts, dependencies of things one

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09 another, with reaſorings about chew,” as fr 


in ns lyeth, is a Duty required of us, in all our fo- 
lemn approaches unto God, 'And if this þe not 
done, but men go full of their occaſions into Reli-

. ſturbance. Great care is to be raken in this matter, 


atid rhofe who conſtantly exerciſe them'elves unto

(1) Of Meditatios ; and this anſwers particular- 
ly the Reaſons we have given for the neceſſity of 
* theſe preparatory Dnties, For herein are the minds 
_ of Believers, to exerciſe themſelves unto [uch 
Thoughts of the Majeſty, Holineſs, and Greatneſs 
of God, as may prepare them to ferve him with 
reverence and Godly fear. The nature of the Duty 
requires, that this Meditation ſhould firſt reſpet 
God himſelf ; and then the Day andits Services in its 
Cauſes and Ends. God himſelf, 1 ſay, not abſo..

The publick, duties of the Day are principally wo be 
regarded, By publick duties, T intend the due at- | 
tendance unto, and the due performance of all theſe 
parts of his ſolemn worſhip, Which God hath appointed | 
to be obſerved in the Aﬀſemblies of hu People, and it 
the maxner wherein he hath appointed them te be obs | 
ſerved. One End of this Day is to give Glory to |

Ordinances and daties wherein it doth confift.
